In early 1836, counterfeit 8 Escudos 
of the earlier type dated 1826 and 1830 appeared in the Chilean 
market. As a result, it was decided to recall all possible specimens 
of those two dates, with the counterfeit ones being melted and the 
genuine ones overstruck with the dies of the regular 1836 issue 
(which bore a new design introduced in 1835). The operation was 
authorized by the aforementioned decree of March 1836 and mint 
records for that year indicate that 2,400 pesos worth of genuine 
coins of 8 Escudos - thus 150 coins - were overstruck. The above 
is confirmed by the few observed specimens on which the date 
of the undercoin is apparent, which is invariably one of the two 
aforementioned dates (1826 or 1830). Naturally, the scant number 
of overstruck coins fully explains the genuine elusiveness of the 
issue (although it is obviously overstated in the Onza reference), 
with perhaps twenty currently confirmed specimens. Few of those 
remain in the engaging quality of the present example, which is 
very desirable as such. It should indeed be collected as a legitimate 
subtype - eminently collectible in its own right since authorized 
by an official decree - as opposed to a curiosity - however rare - of 
the issue.

Nevertheless, since the 
mentioned partition was only agreed by the treaty of Lima signed 
in 1929 instead of 1925, it appears more likely that these coins 
were struck in the former year. In any case, the vast bulk of these 
were naturally melted (since the old Chilean Peso was no longer 
legal tender) thus creating a very scarce subtype.

A wholesome and attractive coin for the designation, 
free of major defects with all important detailing still quite sharp. Slight evidence of flan peeling on the reverse as often seen for this issue is 
essentially inconsequential and mentioned for accuracy’s sake. A very rare and historical one-year type unlisted in Elizondo with around 12 
confirmed examples, muling the obverse die of “REPUBLICA DE COLOMBIA . 1820.” (as in KM78) with the reverse “NUEVA GRANADA’ (as 
in KM-C6). Many numismatists have wondered whether the existence of this type was fortuitous (meaning an accidental combination of dies 
belonging to two different series of coinage) or purposely made. It is in fact the latter, and as such, of extreme historical importance. The motto 
was ratified by the Fundamental Constitution of Colombia proclaimed on December 17, 1819 under which the provinces of Venezuela and Nueva 
Granada were reunited under the new Republic. The proclaimed decree was sent by Bolivar from Angostura to Santander in Nueva Granada 
on the following December 20 and must have been received in early 1820. Article 5 specifically indicated that the new Republic would be “... 
divided in the Departments of Venezuela, Quito (anticipating the liberation of Ecuador which only happened after the battle of Pichincha in 1822) 
and Cundinamarca.” The latter would comprise the territories formerly known as Nueva Granada, and “... this previous designation (of Nueva 
Granada) would be suppressed thereafter.” After receiving said decree, Santander was bound to strike coins with the aforementioned motto of 
“REPUBLICA DE COLOMBIA” for the new Republic and without the “NUEVA GRANADA’ one (since that designation was no longer current). 
Obviously, the more important of the new dies to be prepared was the obverse one, with the Republican legend. Thus, coins of the present type 
were struck beginning in early 1820 (note that this chronology of events also explains why the 1820 date is much rarer than the 1819 one for the 
KM-C6 type, as correctly indicated by Restrepo but barely recognized elsewhere). After the Fundamental Constitution was ratified on February 
12, 1820, the motto of “NUEVA GRANADA’ also needed to be mandatorily removed from the issued coinage and replaced by the one indicating 
“CUNDINAMARCA”. This date of February 12, 1820 is thus the terminus ante quem production date for the present type. Naturally, this provides 
a logical explanation for its great rarity (and, conversely, the abundance of the KM78 type dated 1820) since it was only produced for probably 
less than a month: its terminus post quem date of production must have been in early 1820 after the aforementioned law of December 17, 1819 was 
received and after the new dies with the REPUBLICA DE COLOMBIA motto were completed as noted previously. Moreover, the presence of a 
progressive breakage of the reverse die (starting on the “N” and crossing the pomegranate) on all examples of the present type seen by the cata- 
loger points to further technical difficulties which can only have hindered its production even further. 


The hereby presented evidence allows us to conclude that the coins of the present type represent in fact the first Republican Crown for both 
Colombia (the previous type was struck by Nueva Granada and represents a local emergency issue) and Venezuela and as such, their historical 
importance can hardly be overestimated. The present, essentially unflawed, example should attract serious interest despite its low grade.

The other side of 
the countermark was applied using the obverse die of the CAR 1/2 
Escudo 1846 CR-JB. The “1. R.” dies were used to countermark 
the 1 and 4 Reales cobs, while the “2. R.” dies were used on the 2 
and 8 Reales cobs. In addition, an additional stamp with the value 
of “4” or “8” was applied on the coins of 4 and 8 Reales respec- 
tively. Both of these higher denomination base coins are very 
rare with the counterstamp, with the 4 Reales probably the more 
elusive of the two (hardly surprising since the 4 Reales type is the 
scarcest denomination for the cob series to begin with). Worn 
and/or holed coins are the norm, making this fully dated unholed 
example particularly desirable. We expect strong attention from 
the specialists of this fascinating and challenging series.

D’apres la cote Archives nationales 
Z1b 779, 33 louis ont été mis en boite ; ce chiffre a été également été publié en 1996 (A. Clairand, Monnaies de Louis XV, Le temps de la stabilité 
monétaire, 1726-1774, p. 80). Les régles d’emboitage prévoyaient alors une piece d’or en boite pour 400 produites (cf. A. Clairand, op. cit., p. 60), 
nous pouvons ainsi estimer le nombre de louis frappés a 13200 exemplaires.

The translation reads as follows: “Marc Emory (Heritage, Dallas), was kind enough to inform us of a Louis d’or, ® aux lunettes » type, struck 
in 1737 at Toulouose (M). According to various editions of the Répertoire, by Frédéric Droulers, this Louis d’or would have been struck with 
a mintage of 15,192 pieces, but not one specimen has been seen to this day. The delivery registries for legal tender struck in 1737 at Touolouse 
were not preserved. From the National Archives, file Z1b 779, 33 Louis d’or were put in boxes, and this statistic was published as well in 1996 (A. 
Clairand, Monnaies de Louis XV, Le temps de la stabilité monétaire, 1726-1774, page 80). The rules of packaging called for one piece to go into 
a box for every 400 pieces coined (cf. A. Clairand, op. cit., p. 60), so we can therefore estimate the number of coins struck to be at 13,200 pieces. 
The register formerly conserved in the archives of the Paris Mint in carton A3, dossier 19, does, however, gives us a more precise indication of 
the quantity of coins struck: the weight of gold coined.

1788). The date 1796 on any regal copper takes any experienced 
numismatist aback, because the 1790s generally was the time of 
the numerous merchant tokens known generally today as Conder 
tokens, which flooded onto the commercial scene and fascinated 
the numismatic community of the day. Coppers of the earlier 
styles and means of manufacture were disdained at the time. They 
had been widely counterfeited, which was the reason for the con- 
tract by the Royal Mint with the mint at Birmingham to replace 
them. C. Wilson Peck comments dryly that no facts exist con- 
cerning the origin or the artist who engraved this pattern of 1796, 
but concludes that the workmanship is so similar to that seen on 
Pingo’s 1787 shillings, sixpence coins, and his Bank of England 
tokens, that this piece must be his work. Interestingly, Peck also 
mentions that this halfpenny “has the distinction of being the 
first copper piece bearing DEI GRATIA to be produced at the 
Mint since Anne’s reign.”

This apparently anachronistic issue was due to the Royal Ordinance 
of April 10, 1808 which was sent to the mints of the Americas before Ferdinand VII surrendered his throne to Napoleon on May 9, 1811 and reads 
as follows: “regarding the fact that the coinage ought to be minted with my royal name and no other alteration, I have instructed that until the (new) 
master dies are received the coins shall be minted as until now with the bust and name of my august father and without variation of the date and that 
later some coins shall be minted from the new master die and my bust and name and the date of 1808 proving that I have reigned in it (in that year)”. 
Naturally, this royal ordinance was originally intended to be only provisional and effective for 1808 since the new master dies were expected to be 
sent and received in that year. However, Napoleon’s invasion of Spain meant that the new master dies would not be sent until 1811. In the inter- 
val 1808-1811, the various mints gave different interpretations to the aforementioned ordinance: some (as Guatemala , Potosi, Nuevo Reino and 
Popayan) kept minting with the previous bust of Charles IV while others (Mexico, Lima, Santiago) engraved local renditions of Ferdinand VII, 
thus creating the so call “imaginary bust“ issues. In 1811, the Nueva Guatemala mint finally received the master dies, and struck coins featuring 
the proper bust of Ferdinand VII and the date 1808. Very rare in any grade, as noted previously and an historically important issue.

Rare and very desirable in this quality, and historically important since it is the last coin 
of this beautiful series, as explained following. The 1846-NG 8 Reales were struck after a hiatus of 3 years (the last date coined was in 1842) and 
exist in three varieties: two with assayer initials “MA” (rare in any grade) or “A” both with the misspelled CRESCA legend (similar to all the other 
dates in the series, except for the variety of the present example) and one with assayer initials “AE” and the correct spelling CREZCA (with “Z” 
over “S”). Most (or all) of these coins come from the same obverse die, albeit the “AE” coins show a more deteriorated die state and were thus 
clearly struck later (as one would also expect from the corrected spelling). However, all the 1847 NG 8 Reales again show the incorrect CRESCA 
spelling (and all have the single “A” assayer initial) which would seem puzzling since reverting to an error. An analysis of the contemporary docu- 
mentation has allowed the cataloguer to conclude that the 1846 NG-AE coin was in fact struck at a much later date and thus explain this apparent 
incongruence. First note that until 1844, the Guatemala mint had two working assayers: 1 sup st /sup assayer Manuel Munoz and 2 sup nd /sup 
assayer Apolinario Espana. Munoz passed away on December 19, 1843, and Espana was promoted to replace him on January 5, 1844 while the 
2 sup nd /sup assayer post vas left vacant due to economic considerations and so he still was the sole assayer in 1854. It is thus clear that the “M” 
and “A” initials must correspond to those two Mint employees. We also know that Engraver Casildo Espana (brother of Apolinario) wrote on 
December 16, 1847 to the Mint’s Director Manuel Cerezo, indicating that the die used for the 8 Reales coins had shown up to that date the mis- 
spelling CRESCA on the reverse legend, and asking permission to change it to the correct CREZCA for the coinage of 1848. Cerezo forwarded 
this request on the following day to the Minister of Exchequer also asking whether the legend on the coinage should be changed to REPUBLICA 
DE GUATEMALA (since the Central American Republic had been dismantled). The reply was typically bureaucratic in that the mint should 
continue to strike the 8 Reales coins without any change in the dies including the 1847 date until new designs for the Republican coinage were 
approved and completed. Therefore, it is easy to conclude that all the 8 Reales struck in 1846 were of the CRESCA variety (thus featuring the “MA” 
and “A” initials) since they were struck prior to the mentioned letter of December 1847 which interrupts the intention to correct the CRESCA 
spelling error. It is likely that the first coins struck in 1846 (the first struck after a hiatus of 3 years, as noted previously) used left-over dies from 
1842 featuring the “MA” initials. A new correct die with only the “A” initial must have been employed shortly thereafter (which explains the rarity 
of the 1846 NG-MA 8 Reales) and used for the rest of the year. Then, coins were struck in all of 1847 (and also in subsequent years, following the 
December 1847 instructions) using reverse dies with only the “A” initial: reverse die links between 1846 NG-A and 1847 NG-A coins and 1847/6 
NG-A overdates can be found proving that this was the actual sequence in time. Naturally, this also explains the availability of the 1847 NG-A 
coins. The “AE” initials on the 1846 NG-AE coins clearly correspond to the single assayer (Apolinario Espana) working between 1844 and 1854, 
but they must have been struck after the series of 1846 and 1847 NG-A coins: this is entirely consistent with the more deteriorated dies used to 
mint the 1846 NG-AE specimens, as noted previously. Since these “AE” initials also appear on the extremely rare Columbus 8 Reales pattern of 
1854, the cataloger finally concludes that the present coin was likely struck ca. 1853-1854. 


As noted above, the last coin in the wildly popular Central American Republic 8 Reales series in unusually fine preservation and thus sure to 
attract sustained interest.

Republic Peso 1878-D AU53 NGC, Guatemala mint, KM200. A premium coin for the designation, with scant highpoint friction evidence, only 
limited handling marks well within the confines of the assigned grade and considerable luster remaining in the surfaces. The variations in design 
between the 1872-1873 Pesos and the subsequent 1878-1879 issue (such as the present example) from Guatemala might seem unimportant to 
the casual observer. They are not, but a recalling of the corresponding and little known legislation is necessary to fully explain them. While the 
laws of June 9, 1869 (for the gold coins and the silver coins of 1 Peso, 50 centavos and 25 Centavos) and September 21, 1870 (for the smaller silver 
denominations of 5 and 10 centavos) stated that Guatemala would embrace the French Decimal standard (with the silver peso weighing 25 grams 
of 0.900 fineness silver), the ensuing chaos from the existence in circulation of large amounts of silver coins of the previous Spanish standard 
meant that the country was not yet ready to complete the transition to the new standard. Thus, the decree of December 9, 1871 slightly raised the 
weight of the silver coins - with the peso weighing 25.4 rather than 25 grams and the smaller denominations in proportion - in an effort to facili- 
tate everyday transactions. As a result, the series of pesos struck in 1872 and 1873 in Guatemala (KM197.1 and 197.2) weigh 25.4 grams, although 
this is not indicated in the KM reference. These 1872-1873 issues showed a well-executed rendition of the seated liberty by J. B. Frener on the 
obverse and the date on the lower part of the reverse. Unsurprisingly, Gresham’s law acted and South American crowns struck to the French 
standard of 25 grams (mainly Peruvian soles and Chilean Condor Pesos) displaced these first Seated Liberty Guatemalan issues, which were not 
struck after the aforementioned year of 1873. In order to strike silver pesos again, the Guatemalan authorities needed reverting to the 25 grams 
standard, which was finally instructed by decree of November 10, 1878. This posed a small technical problem: on one hand, it was necessary to 
distinguish these new issues of the 25 grams standard from the previous ones of 1872-1873 of the 25.4 grams standard while on the other hand 
economic considerations precluded the possibility of engraving entirely new dies. It was thus decided to simply change the position of the date 
to the upper part of the reverse. A great rarity in the Guatemalan pesos series was created in the process, since only 1,076 pieces of the 1878-D 
Peso (of the new design with the date on top) were minted, all struck in December 1878. One of the key dates in the entire Republican series, with 
only three or four confirmed specimens by the cataloger, this being among the two finest known. A rare opportunity bound to attract sustained 
bidding competition.

He later was 
one of the main heroes of Haiti’s Independence struggle alongside future Emperor Jean Jacques Dessalines. Following the latter’s assassination 
on October 1806, Christophe took control of the Northern part of the island and was elected President of the nascent State of Haiti on February 
17, 1807 (Alexandre Petion would be elected President of the Republic of Haiti in the South). He would later proclaim himself Emperor of the 
northern Kingdom of Haiti on March 26, 1811. One of his first measures as acting President was to address the problem of the circulating media 
which represented a multitude of issues from different monetary standards. Authorized by decree of September 2, 1807, the issues of 1807-1809 
were minted at a rudimentary facility directed by Engineer Faraud from dies manufactured by engraver Auberg. Despite being struck under the 
authority of the aforementioned State of Haiti, this charming issue nevertheless clearly reveals Christopher’s already strong authority since it 
depicts his “HC” monogram and personal coat of arms on the reverse. Although obviously very crude and ultimately a technical failure, this 
issue obviously circulated much since Mint State examples are incredibly elusive, the usual collectible grade being F (note for example that the 
best example of the type in the famed Ray Byrne collection was only XF - Jess Peters Sale 78, lot 633, described as VF for issue). This handsome 
example ranks among the very finest extant of the type and should therefore attract considerable interest.

Commercial agent of Henry Christopher Jean Gabriel 
Peltier contacted Matthew Boulton on January 25, 1808, to manufacture dies for three denominations, 30, 15 and 7.5 sols, equivalent to the 
English 1 shilling, sixpence and threepence. The dies, while differing from the original sketches furnished by Peltier which stipulated an obverse 
with a four-line inscription “ETAT - d‘HAITY - PIECE DE - 30 SOLS” encircled in a laurel wreath, were skillfully made, as evidenced by the 
present specimen. They were manufactured at a cost of 105 guineas and delivered to Peltier by John Woodward (agent of Boulton, Watt & Co. in 
London) on August 3, 1808, together with various proof sets: 3 triple sets (3 coins per denomination) and 3 normal proof sets (1 coin per denomi- 
nation). 


Together with some pieces undoubtedly kept by Boulton himself (note that many of the few surviving specimens have surfaced in the UK), the 
former sets account for the scant surviving examples of these charming patterns.

The Epirote King Alexander I “the Molossian” was the brother of 
Olympias and uncle to both Alexander III “the Great” and Pyrrhus, 
later king of Epirus. Like his cousins, he was anxious for military 
glory and raised a considerable army in search of new lands to 
conquer. In 334 BC, while Alexander the Great was attacking the 
Persian Empire, Alexander the Molossian turned his attentions 
westward in response to entreaties from Tarentum in Italy to help 
them fight off several aggressive Italic tribes. He won a key victory 
over the Samnites and Lucanians in 332 BC, after which he signed 
a peace treaty with nascent Rome; however, as with Pyrrhus a few 
decades later, his victories proved both costly and ephemeral. In 331 
BC, a battle at Pandosia went against him and he was killed while 
trying to escape. His presence in Tarentum saw the striking of a 
limited gold coinage, including this rare type, intended to pay the 
Epirote and Greco-Italian soldiers in his service.

According to legend, Segesta was founded by Dardanians who 
accompanied Aeneas on his flight from the destruction of Troy; 
they were led by the local king Acestes, son of the river god Crinesus 
and a Trojan woman named Segesta (likely the lady depicted on the 
reverse of this rare early didrachm). Segesta was in constant conflict 
with the Greek city of Selinus and opened a proverbial Pandora's 
box by inviting the Athenians, and later Carthaginians, to invade 
Sicily in support of their cause.

This coin is a famous type featuring an elephant, the animal used 
by the great general Hannibal Barca to bring the Second Punic 
War over the Alps and into Rome’s backyard, and a mysterious 
and quite distinctive laureate head. The head has been variously 
described in the literature as a depiction of Herakles-Melgart, a 
Semitic deity inherited by the Carthaginians from their Tyrian 
mother city, or Hannibal in the guise of the god. Modern scholar- 
ship, which tends to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits 
in images of gods, interprets the head as that of Herakles-Melqart. 
However, the distinct physiognomy of the nose and other facial 
features, as well as the sideburns, suggest an attempt at true por- 
traiture. In such a case it is difficult to avoid the possibility that 
Hannibal is actually depicted here - remarkable considering that 
no other portraits of the great Carthaginian general survive from 
his lifetime.

Born ca. 359 BC, Arrhidaeus was the illegitimate son of Philip I, 
king of Macedon, by a Thessalian dancer. According to Plutarch, a 
poisoning attempt by Philip’s jealous wife Olympias left Arrhideus 
mentally retarded and subject to epileptic fits. When Alexander 
died in Babylon in June, 323 BC, the army split into rival fac- 
tions. A council of generals hammered out a compromise by which 
Arrhidaeus would be crowned as Philip III, and would reign jointly 
with the infant Alexander IV. However, true power was held by a 
succession of regents. The new king proved as compliant and sim- 
ple-minded as the generals had hoped, but in 320 BC, Arrhidaeus 
married a niece of Philip II's, Eurydice, who involved herself fully 
in the deadly politics of the Diadochi. In 317 BC, she threw her 
support behind Cassander’s successful bid to replace Polyperchon 
as regent. Cassander left Eurydice and Arrhidaeus in charge of 
Macedon while he went on campaign in Asia. Polyperchon joined 
forces with Alexander’s mother Olympias and invaded Macedon. 
Arrhidaeus and Eurydice were captured and thrown into a tiny, 
freezing dungeon. The couple's plight aroused sympathy among the 
soldiers, and Olympias finally ordered Arrhidaeus to be executed 
and compelled Eurydice to commit suicide.

The most dashing of Alexander’s successors, Demetrius I 
Poliorcetes was the son of the great Macedonian general Antigonus 
Monopthalmus (“one-eyed”), who served both Philip II and 
Alexander III the Great. After Alexander’s death, Demetrius led 
armies in support of his father’s claim to supreme power. He won 
a signal naval victory in 306 BC at Salamis against the Ptolemaic 
fleet and, along with his father, accepted the title Basileos (“king”), 
ending the fiction that the Diadochi were ruling a united govern- 
ment. In 305 BC Demetrius subjected Rhodes to a titanic siege, 
employing the largest and most elaborate artillery engines and 
battle towers yet constructed. Ultimately unsuccessful, the siege 
still won him the epithet Poliorcetes (“besieger”). He had more 
success ruling Macedon 301-288 BC, but his extravagance and 
capricious nature eventually proved his undoing and he spent 
his waning years in comfortable Seleucid captivity. The dynasty 
he established endured in Macedon until 168 BC. His handsome 
visage is clearly shown on this striking tetradrachm of Amphipolis; 
he adopts a bull’s horn as a symbol of divinity, counterpoint to the 
ram’s horn seen on the coins struck by his rival Lysimachus. The 
reverse image of Poseidon recalls the naval victory at Salamis.

The last independent king of Macedon, Perseus inherited the 
throne from his father Philip V after the latter had his pro-Roman 
son Demetrius executed. Thus the tone was set from the outset of 
his reign for an eventual clash which proved fatal to the Antigonid 
monarchy and Macedonian independence. Perseus skilfully rebuilt 
the Macedonian army and a network of marriage alliances during 
the first years of his reign, which the Romans watched with rising 
alarm. The Third Macedonian War broke out in 171 BC, and for a 
time Perseus employed guerrilla tactics which gave him the initia- 
tive and kept the Romans on their heels. Like his father, though, he 
chose to risk allin a single pitched battle at Pydna and lost badly to 
the Roman general Lucius Aemilius Paullus. Perseus surrendered 
and was allowed to live out his life in comfortable captivity in 
Rome; the Macedonian Kingdom was divided into four theoreti- 
cally autonomous Republics which were soon subsumed into direct 
Roman rule. The coinage of Perseus is one of the more attractive of 
the Hellenistic series.

The iconography of these coins is sometimes described, sensation- 
ally, as a satyr ravishing a nymph or with similar language that 
suggests struggle, sexual abduction, and violence. Given the cen- 
trality of the cult of Dionysus to the area, a more likely explanation 
is that the two mythological figures are engaged in a ritualistic 
Dionysian dance. Ann-Marie Knoblauch describes the satyr as 
embracing the nymph who raises her hand between the two of them, 
and though she doesn't willingly accept his sexual advances, she 
merrily dances along with him. The smile on the nymph of some 
early specimens and the nymph holding the satyr’s neck on the later 
varieties gives credence to such an interpretation.

Monounios was the first king of Illyria to issue coins in his own 
name. He is sparsely mentioned in contemporary historical sources 
due to his brief involvement in the wars over the Macedonian suc- 
cession, but the years of his reign and the extent of his kingdom is 
unknown. His very rare coinage includes staters of the cow / stellate 
type autonomously issued by the city of Dyrrhachium, suggesting 
that Monounios controlled this city, or employed its mint facili- 
ties under contract, for a time. Monounios’s cow / stellate coinage 
includes types where is name is rendered in monogram form on the 
obverse, and those where is name is spelled out in full on the reverse, 
as seen here.

Achelous was the Greek patron deity of the largest river in Greece.

The sparsely inhabited district of Aetolia in west-central Greece 
produced little history of note until the later fourth century BC, 
when its few towns and cities banded together to the form the 
Aetolian League for mutual defense against marauding Gauls 
and the growing power of Macedon. The league soon created its 
own federal currency, probably minted at its capital of Thermika. 
Obverse types were based on contemporary Hellenistic coinages, 
while reverses featured the hero Aetolus, son of Endymion, a leg- 
endary figure of Greek mythology who was variously a shepherd, 
hunter, and king. The male head on the obverse of these issues 
could also be Aetolus, or may represent Apollo; alternatively, it 
could be an actual portrait of a contemporary ruler, although 
which one is difficult to establish. Antigonus Gonatus and his son 
Demetrius Aetolicus have been proposed, but the Aetoleans were 
usually warring with Macedon and it is unlikely they would so 
honor one of its kings. Antiochus III of Syria, who allied with the 
Aetoleans against the Romans in circa 190 BC, has also been pro- 
posed, but the alliance seems to post-date this coinage.

The eunuch Philetaerus played a canny game of power poker in 
the years following the death of Alexander the Great. Entrusted 
with an immense treasure in the fortress city of Pergamum by 
Lysimachus of Thrace, Philetaerus soon switched his allegience to 
Lysimachus’ rival Seleucus I in return for a promise of autonomy 
within his own realm. Seleucus defeated and killed Lysimachus at 
Kauropedion in 281 BC, but was assassinated himself soon there- 
after. The Pergamene Kingdom, however, officially broke from the 
Seleucid realm only a few years later, and the kingdom’s coinage 
honored its founder Philetaerus on its coinage for several reigns 
thereafter.

After spending nearly a decade in Parthian captivity, Demetrius 
II was released in a move to sow discord within the ranks of the 
invading Seleucid army of his brother and successor, Antiochus 
VU. The ploy worked beautifully and Antiochus VII was killed in 
the ensuing military debacle, leaving Demetrius II as sole ruler 
for the second time. His decade among the Parthians had changed 
him visibly — he emerged with a long, flowing beard, much against 
Greek fashion of the day. His pro-Parthian policies made his coun- 
tryman regard him as a “Manchurian candidate” out to destroy 
Seleucid power, leading to his quick overthrow. Despite his troubled 
regime, his coin portraits from the second reign are some of the 
best in the entire Seleucid series, as evidenced by this splendid tet- 
radrachm.

Cleopatra Thea, daughter of the Egyptian king Ptolemy VI, proved 
a remarkably proficient player of the ancient ‘game of thrones.’ 
Over a 30-year career, she was the daughter of a king, a queen 
herself, the wife of three kings (Balas, his replacement Demetrius 
II, and Antiochus VII), and the mother of two kings. As fearless 
and ruthless as she was ambitious, she did much to define politics 
in her age. When she issued coins bearing her portrait conjoined 
with a Seleucid king (initially her husband, Balas, and later her son, 
Antiochus VIII), her portrait is topmost, in the position of honor. 
Uniquely in the Seleucid series, coins in gold and silver were also 
struck depicting her portrait alone. In 125 BC, Cleopatra assumed 
supreme power in the Seleucid Empire, which required the murder 
of her eldest son, Seleucus V— reportedly she used him for archery 
practice! After a brief period as sole monarch, she was persuaded to 
share power with her youngest son, Antiochus VIII Grypus. This last 
son finally escaped the shadow of his domineering mother in 120 BC 
by forcing her to drink a poisoned cup she had intended for him.

The Kingdom of Characene was centered in present-day Kuwait, 
and was initially a satrapy of the Seleucid Kingdom. Antiochus 
IV Ephiphanes appointed a certain Hyspaosines as Satrap late 
his reign; he evidently served in this capacity for several decades 
and, in 127 BC, he declared the region’s independence and named 
himself as king. At this point the Parthians were gobbling up huge 
chunks of the Seleucid realm, but they were apparently content to 
let Characene exist as a semi-autonomous region. Hyspaosines is 
named on a Babylonian tablet naming him as king in the capital 
city of Charax-Spasinu, a well-fortified port on the Persian gulf; the 
inscription also hames his wife as Thalassia. Hyspaosines struck 
the first coins of Characene, with a diademed portrait of himself on 
the obverse, very much in the tradition of excellent Hellenistic por- 
traiture. The portraits of later kings were more stylized and closer 
to the Parthian style. Characene retained its semi-independent 
state until it fell to the new Sassanid Persian dynasty in the third 
century AD.

Marcus Vipsanius Agrippa is perhaps history’s greatest sidekick. He 
was born in 63 BC, the same year as Gaius Octavius, with whom 
he struck up a close friendship in adolescence. Agrippa hailed 
from a relatively humble Equestrian family that had settled in 
Dalmatia, and came to see his role as subordinate and supportive 
to his friend. Octavius recognized Agrippa’s remarkable qualities 
and relied heavily on him as the facilitator to put his various plans 
into action. Agrippa’s mastery of military strategy on land and 
sea secured the naval victory over the hitherto invincible Sextus 
Pompey at Naulochus in 36 BC, and the defeat of Mark Antony 
and Cleopatra at Actium five years later. Agrippa was clearly 
regarded as second-in-command to Augustus and the likely heir 
to the role of Princeps. His many building projects, financed out of 
his own purse, helped transform Rome from a city of brick to one 
of marble. Augustus suffered a severe illness in 23 BC and handed 
his signet ring to Agrippa, but he soon recovered and may have 
felt his friend had been overeager, for their relations cooled. But in 
21 BC, Agrippa married Augustus’ daughter Julia, a union which 
produced five children, including Caius and Lucius Caesars, who 
became favorites of Augustus. Agrippa spent the next eight years on 
military campaigns in Spain, Gaul and Dalmatia as well as a criti- 
cal diplomatic mission to the East. He returned to Rome in 13 BC, 
but suffered a sudden illness and died the following year at the age 
of 50, depriving Augustus of his loyal lieutenant.

Agrippina’s rapid loss of influence after successfully engineering 
Claudius’ death and Nero's accession to the throne, culminating in 
her expulsion from the palace by Nero, is reflected in the gold and 
silver coinage of Nero’s first regnal year. Agrippina is dominant in 
Nero's first coin type as emperor: Her titles occupy the obverse, rel- 
egating Nero's titles to the reverse, and her portrait faces Nero's. In 
the second type, seen here, the titles changed places, Nero’s legend 
now occupying the obverse, and the portraits became jugate, with 
Agrippina behind Nero. Thereafter, Agrippina was entirely exclud- 
ed from the coinage.

The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the Roman 
Forum.

The legionary denarii of Marc Antony, struck in slightly base metal, 
remained in circulation for centuries after their issue in 32-31 BC, 
thus serving to prove Gresham’s Theory that “bad money drives 
out good.” By the mid-second century AD, however, the coins were 
extremely worn and it is likely they were finally demonetized and 
withdrawn from circulation by Marcus Aurelius and Lucius Verus. 
Following a tradition established by earlier emperors, they issued 
a “restored” legionary denarius, bearing a somewhat updated 
version of the familiar design. It is not known why they chose to 
honor Legion VI on this new coinage to the exclusion of the other 24 
legions named on Antony's coinage. The issuance also anticipated 
the 200th anniversary of the Battle of Actium in AD 169.

away. It therefor pleases us to appoint a zygotstates [weigher] in 
each city...” The term exagium derives from the Latin exigere “to 
drive out” - in this case, the underweight solidi. Exagium have been 
found of round, square and rectangular fabric. This extremely rare 
example bears a remarkably fine portrait of the emperor who intro- 
duced exagia as part of his reform program.

Aelia Pulcheria, daughter, sister and wife to three different East 
Roman emperors, played a critical role in maintaining the East 
Roman regime in the tumultuous fifth century AD. Born circa AD 
398 to Arcadius and Aelia Eudoxia, she had a far more dominat- 
ing personality than her timid younger brother, Theodosius II, for 
whom she served as regent during his minority. Under her guid- 
ance, the East Roman Empire successfully installed her nephew, 
Valentinian ILI, on the Western Roman throne (AD 424-425), while 
to the East, a brief war against Persia was successfully prosecuted 
(AD 421). When Theodosius was killed in a riding accident in 
AD 450, Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole empress before bowing to 
demands that she marry and thus choose a suitable man to rule as 
Augustus. She wisely picked the lowborn but capable Marcian, who 
proved to be the strong, even-handed ruler the Empire needed.

This is the first numismatic depiction of Jesus Christ. Justinian 
II was ostentatiously devout and placing the divine image on his 
coinage was a reflection of this.

Though he succeeded to the throne at the young age of 16, 
Theophilus had been carefully groomed by his father, Michael II 
the Amorion, and was up to the task. Although he professed to 
be a man of peace and an admirer of Arab culture, Theophilus 
was forced to fight many battles against the aggressive Abbasid 
Caliphate, with mixed results. Theophilus was more successful in 
domestic affairs, controlling expenditures and seeking a revival 
in learning and culture at Constantinople.

A Macedonian peasant, Basil came to Constantinople as a young 
man seeking his fortune, and can hardly have done any better. 
Despite having no education or money, he parlayed an appoint- 
ment as a groom in the Imperial stables into a friendship with 
the Emperor Michael III “The Drunkard,” who appointed him 
co-emperor in May of AD 866. Basil next contrived the murder 
of the powerful Caesar Bardas, then, in September of 867, he did 
away with Michael himself. Once installed as uncontested ruler, he 
proved himself as gifted as he was cunning, crafty and ruthless. He 
continued the military expansion begun by his predecessors and 
dealt the Arabs and Slavs several heavy defeats while consolidating 
and strengthening the empire's new frontiers.

Romanus skillfully defended against repeated Bulgarian attacks, 
but once Symeon died in 927 and the Bulgarian Empire began to 
collapse, he attempted to advance his own sons at the expense of 
Constantine, principally Christopher, who is named on this solidus 
along with his father. Constantine VII, theoretically the senior ruler, 
is not named at all, illustrating his subordinate status. However, 
Constantine proved no mere cipher: In 944, Romanus was deposed 
in a palace coup by his sons, who were in turn dethroned by 
Constantine VII, who reigned unopposed until AD 959 and proved 
himself one of Byzantium’s canniest emperors.

He succeeded in gathering 1,600 
marks of silver, forcing mint employees, including engraver 
Albino del Moral (replacing Mint director Antonio Solana who 
had escaped), to mint the silver in coins of 8 Reales. Trying to 
comply with the orders of Liberal General Pedro Ogazon who had 
declared the minting to be illegal, Moral proceeded to put a dot in 
the loop of the snake’s tail under the right wing of the eagle on the 
reverse in order to differentiate this issue. Reportedly, the requisi- 
tioned silver was not properly refined and thus the minted coins 
were debased. Indeed, the surfaces of the present coin present 
the slightly dull appearance of debased issues despite being quite 
lustrous as noted previously. After the fall of Castillo’s forces, 
Ogazon issued a decrees on October 17 and then on November 
18, 1860 to recall the “counterfeit coinage that was manufactured 
by the rebels of Guadalajara during the siege of the city”. He gave 
a term of two months and designated 11 different commercial 
stores to receive and exchange the allegedly debased issue at 
face value (copies of the original decrees can be found in pp. 2-5. 
of “Coleccion de los decretos, circulares y ordenes de los poderes 
legislativo y ejecutivo del estado de Jalisco” (Vol.1, 1872)). The 
original mintage of this issue can be estimated from the requi- 
sitioned 1,600 marks (at ca. 8.5 coins of 8 Reales per mark) at a 
measly 13,600 coins.

Founded in about 600 BC as a Greek trading post in southern Gaul, Massalia 
flourished on account of its excellent port and its position at the crossroads 
between the Celtic, Roman and Carthaginian worlds. The coins of Massalia 
offer a unique iconography that blends Greek and Celtic influences. Due to 
their extensive use in trade, Massalian coins are often encountered in heavily 
worn condition; this remarkable specimen displays almost no wear and is 
certainly among the finest known.

Tarentum was founded in 705 BC by Spartan outcasts called Parthenei, who 
were sons born out of wedlock to Spartan girls and non-citizen freedmen. 
Their leader, Phalanthus, sought counsel from the Delphian Oracle and was 
told to choose a harbor on the “heel” of Italy for the new settlement. Another 
foundation myth holds that Taras, a son of Poseidon by the nymph Satyrion, 
was cast into the sea by a shipwreck and rescued by a dolphin sent by his fa- 
ther; the place where he was delivered became the eponymous city. The rescue 
scene is shown on Tarentums popular coinage, which two millennia later was 
avidly collected by Michel P. Vlasto (1876-1936), a Greek aristocrat whose 
mercantile career took him to Paris, Liverpool, and Houston before he settled 
in Athens late in life. His fascination with the coinage of Tarentum produced 
one of the most comprehensive collections ever assembled covering a single 
series, and was published by Oscar Ravel in 1947. This lovely coin from the 
Vlasto Collection reflects not only the beauty of Tarentine coinage, but also 
the high standards and artistic sensibilities of the collector.

Neapolis (modern Naples) was one of the earliest Greek colonies in Italy, hav- 
ing begun in the ninth century BC as a Rhodian trading post called Parthe- 
nope on the mall island of Megaride (now a peninsula) in the gulf of Naples. 
In the sixth century the colonists founded a “new city” (nea polis) on the 
mainland and it grew rapidly as an ally and trading partner of Syracuse in 
Sicily and, later, the rising Roman Republic. A thriving port and high, stout 
walls ensured its survival and prosperity. As center of Greek art and culture, 
its coinage is among the most artistically accomplished in Magna Graecia. 
This beautiful silver didrachm depicts a delicately rendered head of Parthe- 
nope, one of the Sirens of Greek mythology and namesake of the colony from 
which Neapolis grew.

Metapontum traced its founding to the 7th century BC, when an Achaean 
adventurer named Leucippus and his followers put down roots on a fertile 
plain on the instep of the Italian boot. The city so flourished that its people 
were said to have dedicated a “golden harvest,’ probably a golden sheaf of 
barley, at the great temple of Delphi. Demeter, goddess of the grain harvest, 
was patroness of the city and her image and symbology figure prominently 
on the citys coinage. Virtually all of Metapontums coins bear the symbol 
of Demeter, a barley ear with the grains arranged in six or seven rows. The 
earliest issues of the city, ca. 525 BC, feature the grain ear on both sides of the 
coin, in relief on one side and in incuse on the other.

The Greek colony in Sybaris, located on the instep of the Italian boot, was 
founded circa 720 BC and quickly amassed great wealth due to its fertile 
fields and active port. The historian Diodorus Siculus claims it had a popu- 
lation of 300,000 in its heyday, a number aided by the citys “no questions 
asked” policy of admitting outsiders to its citizenship. Descriptions of the 
citys wealth and the abundance of luxurious dwellings abound in ancient 
literature, and “Sybarite” became a synonym for any self-indulgent lover of 
luxury. Its destruction by Croton in circa 476 BC was attributed to divine 
vengeance for its ostentatious wealth. The silver coinage of Sybaris follows the 
remarkable relief / incuse pattern employed by other cities of Greek southern 
Italy in the sixth and early fifth centuries BC, which required careful flan 
preparation and precise alignment of the dies. The bull of Sybaris, with its 
reverted head, exerted a powerful influence on modern artists, including 
Picasso.

Acragas was founded on the southern coast of Sicily by colonists from Gela 
in about 580 BC and quickly grew into one of the most prosperous and popu- 
lous Greco-Sicilian cities. In 480 BC, Acragas joined Syracuse in defeating 
the Carthaginians at the Battle of Himera; while this freed Sicily from Punic 
domination for a time, Carthage did not forget the humiliation. When Car- 
thage re-invaded Sicily in the later fifth century BC, the general Hamilco 
placed Acragas under siege in 406 BC. Despite assistance from Syracuse and 
Sparta, Acragas fell eight months later and was subjected to a thorough sack- 
ing, from which it never fully recovered. From its earliest coinage circa 510 
BC, Acragas featured an eagle, sacred to Zeus, to whom a large temple was 
dedicated, backed with an overhead view of a crab, harvested as a delicacy 
in the region. As the city’s wealth and political influence increased, the basic 
crab design was augmented with a number of other attributes, here an at- 
tractive and delicate vine scroll, each side terminating in a flower bud.

Founded in 599 BC, Camarina began striking large denomination coins in 
about 425 BC and immediately produced a masterpiece. The design featured 
a Syracusan-style galloping quadriga on the obverse, and on the reverse a 
powerful and mature head of Heracles wearing the skin of the Nemean lion. 
The Heracles type advertised Camarinas Dorian origins and was widely 
copied in the Greek world, ultimately, in somewhat modified form, being 
adopted by Alexander the Great of Macedon. Camarinas period of peace and 
prosperity was relatively brief, however, as the city suffered repeated depre- 
dations in the Carthaginian wars of the fourth century BC. The last bronze 
coins were struck there circa 300 BC.

The city of Catana was founded on the east coast of Sicily, at the foot off 
volcanic Mount Aetna, in the mid-8th century BC by Greek colonists from 
the nearby city of Naxos. Little is known of its earlier history, but in 476 BC 
Catana was conquered by the tyrant Hieron I of Syracuse, who ejected the 
inhabitants and replaced them with Syracusans and new settlers from the 
Peloponnese. Hieron renamed the city Aetna, but in 461 BC, the new occu- 
pants were in turn ejected and the original inhabitants resumed their former 
home, reinstated the old name, and inaugurated a remarkable series of coins 
the included some of the most striking and evocative types ever produced in 
Sicily. This exceedingly rare early Classical type depicts the river god Amena- 
nos in the form of a man-faced bull, pawing at the ground and apparently 
about to charge. The reverse image depicts a vigorous Nike striding to left, 
her diaphanous peplos flowing over her athletic form. The mastery of numis- 
matic art would continue until the citys second fall to Syracuse in 404 BC.

The Greek cities of Sicily are justly famed for their coinage, none more beauti- 
ful than the rare facing-head issues signed by the master engravers of the late 
fifth century BC. Among the earliest, rarest and most evocative of these is 
this magnificent creation by the otherwise unknown Choirion, likely struck 
about 410 BC. Remarkably, the head of Apollo is shown with full frontality, 
gazing directly at the viewer, rather than looking slightly off to the right or left 
as seen in most other facing representations. Although Apollo is a male deity, 
he is of somewhat ambiguous sexuality and this conception emphasizes an 
almost fully feminine beauty, his features delicate, his hair parted down the 
middle and falling in waves and ringlets to either side. Interestingly, the artist 
explicitly names the god with the letters ATOAAQN below the neck trunca- 
tion. Behind Apollo are his attributes, a bow to left and lyre to right, partially 
hidden by his cascading hair and the carefully-engraved leaves of his laurel 
wreath. The reverse is also beautifully rendered, showing a charioteer guiding 
his racing chariot around a column post, while Nike flies above to crown him.

Gela was located on the southern coast of Sicily and took its name from the 
nearby River Gelas, whose river god appears (as a rather benevolent-looking 
man-faced bull) on the city’s coinage from the early fifth century BC. It was 
founded in 688 BC by Dorian Greeks from islands of Crete and Rhodes, and 
by the mid sixth century BC had grown so populous that it sent out colonists 
to found the city of Acragas. From about 498 BC Gela was run by a succes- 
sion of strong men or “tyrants” (the word did not have the same negative 
connotation as it has today), including Gelon I, who also seized control of 
Syracuse in 485 BC and established the Deinomenid Tyranny. For several 
decades, the same family ruled both cities until the tyrants were ejected circa 
466 BC and the citizens established independent democracies. Like Acragas, 
Gela was besieged and sacked by the Carthaginians in 405 BC and never 
quite recovered its former prominence.

One of the earliest Greek cities in Sicily, Leontini was founded near the south- 
eastern coast of the island about 729 BC by a group of the same colonists 
from Chalcis who had settled at Naxos about five years earlier. Unlike nearly 
every other Sicilian Greek city, Leontini did not have a port and was located 
about six miles inland, on a fortified hilltop overlooking a fertile plain. It pos- 
sessed a shrine to Apollo, who was prominent on the city’s coinage; likewise 
the lion, a canting pun on the Leontinis name. The earliest issues of Leontini, 
represented here, combine a walking quadriga similar to the ones seen on 
Syracusan coinage with a ferocious lion head.

The silver tetradrachms of Leontini show a notable progress of artistic styles 
throughout the fifth century, beginning with archaic depictions of a walk- 
ing quadriga similar to issues of Sicily, to a highly stylized Apollo head in 
“mannerist” style, to the final evolution seen with this elegant issue of circa 
430-425 BC, depicting Apollo in a highly refined and naturalistic form. A 
number of specimens struck from this obverse die are known, displaying the 
steady progression of a die break that appears in Apollo’ hair. On this speci- 
men, the break is barely visible; with successive strikes, it comes to obscure 
the entire side of his head. Leontinis reliance on agriculture instead of sea 
trade is reflected on the barley corns surrounding the central lion on the re- 
verse. Leontinis beautiful silver coinage basically ceases soon after this coin 
was struck, in 424 BC, when the city lost a war with Syracuse and its entire 
population was expelled and resettled.

The coins of Greek Sicily abound with symbolism, the meaning of which is not 
always obvious to the modern observer. Messana, located on the northwest 
corner of Sicily and the third most populous city on the island, chose as its 
civic badges a chariot pulled by a pair of mules (biga) and a leaping hare. 
On this pleasing tetradrachm, the mule biga is driven by a woman, most 
likely the nymph Messana, while the hare springs over a similarly leaping 
dolphin. As to what it all means, we can surmise as follows: In 484 or 480 BC, 
a mule team from Messana won the Olympic Games in the event known as 
the anape (mule biga race); naturally, civic pride prompted the Messenians 
to advertise the victory on their coinage. The two dolphins seen nose-to-nose 
in the exergue likely refer to a military alliance with Syracuse. The hare is an 
animal sacred to the god Pan, who had a temple in Messana and was widely 
worshipped there. The dolphin below the hare harks back to the original 
name of Messana, Zankle (“sickle”), so named for it’s crescent-shaped harbor, 
of which the leaping dolphins arched shape became a visual allegory.

Located on the southwestern coast of Sicily, Selinus was one of the earliest 
Sicilian cities to embrace the invention of coinage. Its first coins, struck on 
the Corinthian standard circa 540 BC, bore a selinon (celery) leaf as a cant- 
ing pun on the city name. By the mid fifth century BC, Selinus had switched 
to the Attic standard and was producing coins of great artistry. The obverse 
of this rare didrachm depicts Heracles subduing the Cretan bull, an image 
of athletic vigor and dynamism. The reverse portrays the river god Hypsas, 
not as the usual man-faced bull, but as an idealized youth sacrificing over 
a shrine.

Originally settled by Corinthian colonists in circa 730 BC, Syracuse grew 
rapidly to dominate all Sicily and become one of the foremost cities in the 
Greek world. Its coinage commenced in the late sixth century BC with Attic- 
weight silver tetradrachms depicting a walking quadriga, and a reverse de- 
sign featuring a swastika-shaped incuse punch that soon featured a small 
female head within a central circle. By circa 590 BC the incuse punch had 
disappeared and the female head, now much larger and clearly a representa- 
tion of the spring nymph Arethusa, was surrounded by dolphins, likely an 
allegorical reference to Sicily itself. The earliest numismatic depictions of the 
nymph Arethusa display fully Archaic conventions, including a frontal eye, a 
rather stern countenance, and hair shown in parallel waves, the back pulled 
up and passed through a pearl hair band, emerging as a “splash” at the back 
of the head. This attractive die, created circa 480 BC, gives Arethusa a softer, 
more contoured appearance that was clearly the work of an artist of great 
skill and sensitivity.

Arethusa was a beautiful Nereid and an attendant of Artemis, the hunt- 
ress. According to various myths, she decided to bathe in a river in Arcadia, 
whereupon the river god Alpheus became smitten and attempted to ravish 
her. Wishing to preserve her chastity, she fled across Greece and Italy before 
Alpheus trapped her on the islet of Ortygeia on Sicily. Hearing her prayers 
for deliverance, Artemis transformed her into a clear spring, around which 
the famed city of Syracuse grew. Arethusa, shown as a young girl surrounded 
by frolicking dolphins, became the symbol of Syracuse and appeared on its 
coins from the early fifth century BC. This remarkable specimen shows stylis- 
tic similarities to the so-called Demareteion decadrachm, issued in the same 
time frame toward the end of the Deinomenid Tyranny.

This issue represents one of the last Syracuse tetradrachms struck under the 
Deinomenid tyranny. Thrasybulos, younger brother of Hieron I, seized power 
upon the death of his brother, who had ruled with a firm hand and been a 
liberal patron of the arts. Thrasybulos showed no such talent for ruling and 
embarked on a reign of terror, executing many prominent citizens and using 
their confiscated cash to pay his mercenary army. The citizenry rebelled and 
sought help from Acragas and Gela, who were happy to provide assistance in 
return for obtaining freedom from Syracusan domination. Thrasybulos was 
forced into exile in Locris, the the Syracusans formed a democratic govern- 
ment that lasted for the next six decades. The design of this coin is deliber- 
ately archaizing, being closely patterned on much earlier issues of Syracuse.

The change is reflected in the citys coinage, 
which shifts from a “severe” archaic depiction of Arethusa to a more human- 
ized, “classical” view of the Ortygeian nymph. This early classical rendering 
retains the same hairstyle shown in the previous era, but her facial features 
display the placid plasticity that can be noted on the Parthenon frieze and 
other near-contemporary artworks.

Widely considered to be the most beautiful coins ever struck, the immense sil- 
ver decadrachms of Syracuse from the later fifth century BC represent the full 
flowering of classical Greek sculptural art. Syracuse, the foremost Greek city 
in Sicily, had produced coins of exceptional beauty for nearly a century when, 
ca. 415 BC, engravers began signing their coin dies. Chief among these were 
the master engravers Cimon and Euainetos, whose large silver decadrachms 
seemed to capture the spirit of the artistic and intellectual revolution then 
sweeping the Greek world. The obverse of these pieces depicts a four-horse 
racing chariot, or quadriga, in full career to left while Nike, goddess of Vic- 
tory, flies above to crown the driver with a laurel wreath. Below this scene 
is a set of Greek armor offered as a prize to the victorious charioteer. The 
reverse depicts a beautiful head of Arethusa, nymph of a sacred spring, with 
dolphins frolicking around her. This exceptional decadrachm clearly shows 
the signature of Euainetos (abbreviated EY-AINE) below Arethusas neck. 
The decadrachm of Euainetos became a widely-copied archetype for Greek 
coinage, and the master engravers head of Arethusa remains a paradigm of 
cool, classical beauty today.

Agathocles, who ruled Syracuse as a military strongman or “tyrant” and later 
styled himself “King of Sicily,’ was a western counterpart to the Hellenistic 
rulers who carved up Alexander the Greats vast empire to the east. The son 
of a simple potter, he joined the army and rose through the ranks to become 
a strategos, or general. Ambitious, audacious and unscrupulous, he was ban- 
ished for attempting to overthrow the democratic government of Syracuse, 
but returned in 317 BC leading an army of mercenaries, seized the city, and 
banished or murdered all of his opponents. His early coinage as Tyrant close- 
ly follows the decadrachm design of Euainetos struck nearly a century before. 
War with Carthage followed; with Syracuse under siege, he staged a daring 
attack on the African hinterlands of Carthage that turned the tide of war in 
his favor. Though ultimately defeated in Africa, Agathocles returned to Sicily 
strengthened and was able to conclude a treaty with Carthage on favorable 
terms. In 304 BC he proclaimed himself King of Sicily and began placing his 
name and the title Basileus on his coinage.

Hieron II was a military adventurer who claimed descent from the Syra- 
cusan tyrant Gelon. He fell in with the army of Pyrrhus during his great 
Western expedition of 280 BC. When Pyrrhus pulled out of Syracuse in 275 
BC, Hieron remained behind as commander of the garrison. He cannily mar- 
ried Philistis, daughter of a prominent Syracusan noble, and a major victory 
against the Mamertines in 270 BC convinced the grateful populace to name 
him King. He reigned for the next 55 years with strength, intelligence and 
justice. His gold coinage and follows Syracusan tradition, with the wreathed 
head of Persephone on this lovely piece recalling the coinage of Agathocles.

Hieronymus ascended to the throne of Syracuse at the age of 15 after the long 
reign of his grandfather, Hieron II, in the middle of the Second Punic War. 
Hieron had carefully maintained an alliance between Syracuse and Rome, 
but the Romans had just been massively defeated at Cannae and it seemed 
Carthage, under the brilliant general Hannibal, was completely victorious 
but for the formalities. Hieron was thus persuaded by the pro-Punic faction 
to break the Roman alliance and throw in with Carthage. It proved a fateful 
move, as Rome recovered from her disasters more quickly than anyone could 
have foreseen and did not take the betrayal of Syracuse lightly. A Roman 
army was thus dispatched to Sicily under the great general Marcellus; Hiero- 
nymus raised a 15,000-man army and prepared to take the field. However, 
Hieronymus was assassinated by the pro-Roman faction before battle could 
be joined. Marcellus refused peace overtures and subjected Syracuse to a ter- 
rible two-year siege, ending with a thorough sacking. Later historians black- 
ened the name of Hieronymus, accusing him of engaging in every vice and of 
bringing ruin upon his people by breaking the Roman alliance.

The location of the main Carthaginian mint in Sicily identified by Punic in- 
scription as “The Camp” has long been a matter of conjecture and dispute. 
Recent research, adopted by Oliver Hoover in his Handbook of Coins of Sicily 
(CNG 2012), suggests the “Camp” mint to have been Entella, a fortress-like 
city located in central-west Sicily. The Siculo-Punic coinage of Entella seems 
to have been intended mainly to pay mercenary soldiers who were used to 
being paid in Greek coin, as the silver tetradrachms adhere closely to the 
Attic weight standard. Designs were usually based on the ubiquitous issues 
of Syracuse (obverse), but with reverses displaying their Carthaginian alle- 
giance (the palm tree, phonix in Greek, is likely a canting pun on the term 
Phoenician). Horses also feature prominently, likely referring to the outstand- 
ing cavalry of the Carthaginians and their Campanian allies. The obverse of 
this beautiful piece is a near-perfect copy of the ubiquitous Euainetos dec- 
adrachm design, while the reverse shows the “Punic Horse” in a graceful pose 
with one foreleg raised.

The Greek die engravers employed to produce the early Siculo-Punic coin- 
age were keen observers of nature and produced images of great beauty and 
delicacy. Here the “Punic horse” often seen on coins of Entella struck under 
Carthaginian control is depicted in a pose reminiscent of ‘passage, one of the 
elements of dressage training, a very elevated and collected trot in which the 
horse seems to be dancing.

Founded by the Trojans in the 500s BC, Entella was conquered by a group of 
Campanian mercenaries in about 410 BC who quickly sold their services to 
the Carthaginians; alternatively, the Campanians might have been employed 
by Carthage before they took the city. The city remained a Punic stronghold 
through most of the fourth century, although the Syracusan tyrant Timoleon 
briefly drove them out circa 342 BC. A peace treaty dividing Sicily into Greek 
and Carthaginian spheres of interest in 338 BC returned Entella to Punic 
control.

After the destruction of Motya by the Syracusan tyrant Dionysius I, the 
Carthaginians relocated the surviving population to a new, well-defended 
fortress on the western corner of Sicily. The Greeks called the city Lilybaion, 
while the Carthaginians referred to it as Ras Melgart, or the “Cape of Melgart.” 
A second Punic mint (after Entella) was established there producing coins 
closely modeled on the issues of Syracuse, usually featuring a charging quad- 
riga backed with a female head surrounded by leaping dolphins. Coinage at 
Lilybaion ended in about 305 BC and was not resumed until the Romans 
took full control of Sicily a century later.

The coastal city of Motya was located on a small island in northwestern Sicily, 
connected to the mainland by a causeway. From early times it was a haven for 
Phoenician merchants trading with the Greco-Sicilian cities and, when the 
Carthaginians launched their slow-motion invasion in the fifth century BC, 
it became a fortified outpost for the Punic forces. The Carthaginian general 
Hannibal Mago made Motya his base in 409 BC, inviting repeated attacks by 
the Greek cities arrayed against him. In 397 BC, the Syracusan tyrant Dio- 
nysius I besieged Motya, employing the newly invented torsion catapults ca- 
pable of hurling stones and spears from the mainland over the city walls. The 
city fell hard amid great slaughter, and never truly recovered even after the 
Carthaginians recaptured it a year later. The citys coinage all dates from the 
later fifth century BC and is largely patterned on the coins issued by Greco- 
Sicilian cities. This rare and unusual type, issued circa 400-397 BC, cojoins 
an obverse modeled on the Syracusan decadrachms of the master-engraver 
Kimon with a reverse derived from the eagle / crab tetradrachms of Acragas.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered spit of land extending from eastern Mace- 
don into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperialism and the rising power 
of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities of the Chalcidice banded together 
in 432 BC to form a defensive coalition called the Chalcidian League, with its 
capital at Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at Olynthus was on the Mace- 
donian standard, somewhat lighter than the Attic standard employed by 
most of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities belonging to the league. The 
standard design featured a head of Apollo, god of beauty, art and music, with 
a type of lyre called a cithara on the reverse. The heads of Apollo on these 
pieces are remarkable for the strength and beauty of their style. Some of the 
most beautiful dies in the series were produced in the mid-360s BC, of which 
an outstanding example is seen here. Sadly, the Chalcidian League's coinage 
came to an abrupt end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by King 
Philip II of Macedon in 348 BC.

Acanthus was located on easternmost “finger” of the Chalcidice and was 
founded in the seventh century BC. With a silver mine in its immediate vi- 
cinity, Acanthus became a prolific mint and its coinage circulated widely in 
northern and mainland Greece. Of the Archaic Greek coinages, the imagery 
of Acanthus is among the most striking and influential, depicting a lion at- 
tacking a bull, a motif soon adopted by several other cities. Lions prowled 
the hinterlands of Thrace and Macedon in this era and Herodotus recounts 
an episode when the baggage train of the Persian King Xerxes army was set 
upon by lions during its march from Asia Minor into Greece proper. This par- 
ticular rendering of the life-and-death struggle is particularly powerful, with 
its yin-yang-like juxtapositioning of the two animals deeply impressed into a 
round, medallic flan, and thus displaying the full vigor of Archaic Greek art.

Little is known about the ancient city of Sermylia, located on the second “fin- 
ger of the Chalcidice. Its rare Archaic coinage depicts a mounted warrior 
galloping along with spear at the ready, indicating that it excelled in pro- 
ducing cavalrymen. During the Persian Wars, Sermylia, perhaps reluctantly, 
supplied troops and supplies to the Persians, but it did not seem to suffer 
any Greek reprisals in the aftermath and became part of the Delian League 
alliance with Athens in the mid fifth century BC. In the following century it 
became a charter member of the Chalcidian League, but apparently it shared 
the fate of neighboring Olynthus and was leveled by Philip II in circa 348 BC, 
after which Sermylia disappears from the historical record.

Although previously attributed as a tribal issue of the Bisaltai, one of the 
powerful Thraco-Macedonian tribes that struck coinage in the late 6th and 
early 5th centuries, recent scholarship assigns it to Alexander I, king of Mace- 
don during the Greco-Persian wars of 492-479 BC. Alexander was painted 
as a rather double-dealing character by the historian Herodotus. When Per- 
sian envoys arrived in 492 BC to ask for Macedons submission, Alexander 
ordered their arrest and execution. He spent several years enlisting the sup- 
port of the tribal regions of Thrace and Macedon in a guerrilla campaign 
against the Persians; this was likely the era in which this coin was struck on a 
weight standard also used by the allied Bisaltai. The huge invasion of Greece 
launched by Xerxes in 480 BC forced Alexander to submit to Persian rule; 
however, while supposedly acting as a mediator between the Persians and 
the other Greek states, he secretly plotted against his overlords and gave the 
allied Greek army critical intelligence prior to the battle of Plataea in 479 BC 
that helped them secure a resounding victory. When the surviving Persian 
soldiers passed through Macedon, Alexander attacked them near the river 
Strymon and massacred most of the 43,000-man host.

Of the the early kings of Macedon, between Alexander I and Philip II, little is 
known with any certainty, with only their scarce coinage and a few oblique 
historical references providing clues. The reign of Archelaus I (413-399 BC) 
was a time of growth and prosperity for the kingdom; however, upon his 
death, Macedon entered into an anarchic era of short reigns. Aeropos is 
thought to have been a grandson of Alexander I (498-454 BC), who was 
appointed as regent for Archelaeus’s young son Orestes (399-398/7 BC). He 
became king after Orestes died (or was killed) in 398/7 BC, but reigned only 
two or three years until his own death, due to illness or poisoning, in 395/4 
BC. His coinage, which is extremely rare and almost never encountered in 
high grade, is clearly patterned on that of Archelaus, depicting an Apollo 
head of unusual refinement.

If not for the incredible career of his son, Philip II of Macedon might today 
be known as “Philip the Great.” Under his rule, Macedon transformed from 
a poor backwater to the most powerful state in the Greek world, setting the 
stage for Alexander's conquests. The third son of the Macedonian king Amyn- 
tas III, Philip spent his youth as a hostage in Thessaly, where he absorbed 
the military genius of the Theban statesman Epaminondas. He ascended 
the throne of an impoverished Macedonian Kingdom in 359 BC and im- 
mediately began building an army along modified Theban lines, employing 
a disciplined phalanx of infantrymen wielding the formidable 16-foot pike, 
or sarissa. By crafty diplomacy and military might, he secured the Thracian 
city of Crenides, renamed it Philippi, and placed a garrison there to control 
the nearby gold and silver mines. This windfall enabled him to mint millions 
of gold and silver coins, drawing experienced soldiers from all over Greece 
into his service.

In 356 BC, Philip won control of Thessaly and the victory of his race horse 
in the Olympic games earned him more prestige. A blunt, hard-drinking and 
uncultured man, Philip was beloved by his soldiers and detested by the elite 
of most Greek cities, particularly Athens. In 338 BC he crushed a combined 
Athenian-Theban army at Chaeronea, making him effective master of all 
Greece. His ultimate aim was to lead a united Greek army against the Per- 
sian Empire, but his assassination in 336 BC left the task to his charismatic 
son, Alexander III. His coinage in gold and silver was immense and coins 
continued to be minted with his name and types long after his death. This 
beautiful silver tetradrachm, struck circa 322-320 BC, bears a superb head 
of Zeus that appears to be modeled on the features of Philip himself, while 
the victorious race horse and rider recall Philips successes at the Olympics.

One of the oldest-known settlements in Mesopotamia, Susa became one of 
four capitals of the Achaemenid Persian Empire in the sixth century BC.

Like a meteor, Alexander the Great blazed a brilliant trial across the Ancient 
World during his 13-year reign and left three major civilizations— Greek, 
Persian and Indian— profoundly transformed in his wake. The conquests of 
Alexander caused a worldwide economic revolution. In addition to opening 
up new trade routes to the Orient, they freed up tons of hoarded Persian 
gold and silver for mintage into coins. Soldiers that left Macedon as peasants 
returned home or settled in new lands as millionaires. The foundation of so 
many new cities and the spread of the Greek language and ideas brought 
a burst of prosperity and creativity that reverberated for centuries. Among 
his early conquests, Alexander recognized the vast potential of Egypt and 
initiated construction of a new capital, Alexandria, that would quickly be- 
come the greatest city of the Hellenistic world. A mint was also set up at the 
former Egyptian capital of Memphis to produce coins to pay his army. The 
new mint employed at least one die engraver of exceptional talent, and silver 
tetradrachms from the mint of Memphis are now recognized as some of the 
most beautiful coins produced anywhere in the vast Macedonian Empire.

While the types of this gold stater issue of Colophon conform to the norm for 
Philip II (359-336 BC), the magnificent obverse die of this late posthumous 
issue of Colophon bears a portrait of “Apollo” that is quite distinctive and 
clearly depicts a real person. Comparison with the coins of Lysimachus and 
surviving portrait sculpture leaves no doubt the portrait represents Alexander 
III the Great himself. The issue seems intended to legitimize the patchwork 
Macedonian regime put together by Alexander’ generals after his death in 
Babylon under the figurehead rulers Philip III Arrhidaeus, Alexander's slow- 
witted half-brother, and the infant Alexander IV, his posthumously born son. 
As such the “Philip” named on the reverse should probably be seen as refer- 
ring to Arrhidaeus rather than the traditional attribution to Philip II.

Demetrius I Poliorcetes (“the Besieger”) was the most dynamic of Alexander's 
immediate successors, but was ultimately undone by his personal failings. He 
spent the first half of his career supporting the claim of his father, Antigo- 
nus Monopthalmus; after the latter's defeat and death at Ipsos in 301 BC, 
Demetrius carried on and managed to seize the throne of Macedon in 294 
BC, holding it against all rival claimants for six years. Hard-drinking, tyran- 
nical and relentlessly ambitious, he was ultimately driven from Macedon by 
his own subjects and was held prisoner by his former benefactor, Seleucus I, 
for the rest of his life. His handsome visage is clearly shown on this striking 
tetradrachm of Chalkis; he adopts a bull's horn as a symbol of divinity, coun- 
terpoint to the rams horn seen on the coins struck by his rival Lysimachus. 
The reverse image of Poseidon recalls the naval victory at Salamis.

Antigonus Doson (the meaning of the sobriquet is unknown) was not in the 
direct line of Macedonian succession and was asked to take over as regent for 
the five-year-old Philip V after the death in battle of the boys father, Dem- 
etrius II Aetolicus. Facing a chaotic situation caused by successive defeats 
and the misrule of his predecessor, Antigonus proved both a brave soldier 
and a crafty diplomat, restoring Macedonias military and financial position 
as the supreme power in mainland Greece. His coinage is supremely beautiful 
and bears a nautical theme, depicting the majestic head of Poseidon on the 
obverse and Apollo astride a ships prow on the reverse.

Philip V was the most ambitious and opportunistic king of Macedon since AlI- 
exander the Great more than a century before. Soon after gaining the throne 
in 221 BC, Philip began strengthening Macedons military and seeking ways 
to increase his dominance over Greece. Around 215 BC, he observed Hanni- 
bal’ early success against Rome and made an alliance with Carthage, hoping 
to seize control of the Roman protectorate of Illyricum. The Romans viewed 
this as a stab in the back. In 200 BC, with Carthage defeated, the Romans 
moved decisively against Philip under the general T. Quinctius Flamininus. 
After two years of maneuvering, the Roman legions shattered Macedons pha- 
lanx at the Battle of Cynoscephalae in 197 BC. Forced to sign a humiliating 
peace treaty, Philip became a Roman ally and managed to recoup some of 
his lost territory and prestige over the next decade. Relations with Rome de- 
teriorated throughout the 180s BC and Philip was making plans for another 
war when he died in 179 BC, leaving his son Perseus the dubious distinc- 
tion of pursuing the course set by his father and presiding over its disastrous 
consequences. Tetradrachms of this impressive type, marked by a beardless 
head of Perseus, a particularly large and heavy club, and the absence of re- 
verse control marks, were originally attributed by Gaebler in AMNG to the 
revolt of the pretender Philip VI Andriscus in 149-148 BC. Gaebler based 
this conclusion on his observation that some coins of the type appeared to 
be overstruck on tetradrachms of the LEG MAKEDONON type, struck circa 
149 BC. A reassessment of the evidence by Philip Thompson and Boehringer 
concluded the coins were struck much earlier than Gaebler supposed, in the 
latter stages of Philip Vs reign.

Abdera was located the Thracian mainland, opposite the island of Thasos, 
and derived great wealth from the nearby silver mines and trade between 
the Greeks and Odrysian Kingdom. Its symbol, the legendary griffin, was 
known as a guardian of great treasures. This magnificent silver stater depicts 
a powerful and majestic griffin in superb detail, including features derived 
from other animals — the beak, wings, and talons of an eagle, ears and neck 
of a horse, and the body of a lion. The young Apollo depicted on the reverse in 
similarly fine style recalls the gold coins of the nearby Macedonian Kingdom, 
which brought Abdera under its yoke in 350 BC.

Alexander the Greats meteoric 13-year career of conquest left the classical 
world profoundly transformed by the time of his premature death in 323 BC. 
In the immediate aftermath, Alexanders generals carved up his immense 
new empire into spheres of influence, although maintaining the fiction of a 
unified leadership. Territorial disputes soon led to civil wars, with the rival 
warlords contending for supreme power. Chief among these was Lysimachus, 
who at various times controlled Thrace, Macedon and much of Asia Minor. 
For the obverse of his silver his coinage, Lysimachus claimed the mantle of 
Alexander by choosing the image of the conqueror himself, now shown as 
a god wearing the ram's horn of the Greco-Egyptian deity Ammon. The im- 
age is one of the earliest true Hellenistic portraits to appear on a coin, and 
one of the finest. The reverse, depicting Athena enthroned, likewise proved 
extremely influential throughout history, forming the archetype for the figure 
of Britannia on modern English coins.

Despite its feminine sound, the name Larissa derives from a proto-Greek 
word for “citadel” or “fortress.” One of the largest cities in Thessaly, Larissa 
produced a large and varied coinage from the early-fifth century BC, mostly 
featuring the hero Thessalos wrestling a bull. Starting about 404 BC, per- 
haps inspired by Cimon Syracusan facing-head portrait of the spring nymph 
Arethusa, Larissa introduced a new design featuring a facing female head 
probably intended to represent a local spring nymph bearing the citys name. 
Although later Larissa drachms are closely modeled on Cimons Arethusa, the 
early facing Larissa heads show considerable variation in style and execu- 
tion, including this sensitive issue, which shows the nymph looking slightly to 
the right (rather than the left, as usually seen), her expression suffused with 
melancholy.

The earliest “owl” coinage of Athens coincides with the momentous expul- 
sion of the last tyrants and the citys adoption of the worlds first democracy. 
The quality of this coinage veers sharply between dies of remarkable crudity, 
comprising most of the coins struck, and a limited number of issues display- 
ing great refinement. The great disparity in artistic quality led Seltman to 
propose an “imperial” mint in the Attic or Thracian hinterlands, staffed by 
artists of little or no talent, and a “civic” mint whose engravers displayed the 
full virtues and vigor of archaic art. In the latter category falls this lovely 
tetradrachm struck in the last decade of the sixth century BC. The head of 
Athena exhibits a pleasant profile and her lips are drawn into a tight ‘archaic 
smile”; also notable are the arrangement of hair along the brow line, so remi- 
niscent of the marble koroi and reliefs that exemplify the era. The helmet is 
undecorated save for a single vine scroll at the nape of the bowl and the broad 
crest is defined just enough to suggest horsehair. The reverse owl is likewise a 
well-proportioned creature, somewhat slimmer than later incarnations and 
standing proudly erect. Of special note is the archaic form of the Greek theta 
(©) used in the inscription, resembling a four-spoked wheel.

Athenian “owls” of Star Groups III-V are among the most attractive of all 
Greek coins, from Athenas mysterious “archaic smile” to the wonderfully life- 
like owl. These coins were introduced in the aftermath of the great Greek 
victories over Persia, led by Athens at Marathon and Salamis, and by Sparta 
at Plataea. In honor of these victories, Athena now appears with laurel leaves 
crowning her helmet, and a small crescent moon appears to the left of the owl. 
The crescent surely refers to the victory at Marathon in August or September 
of 490 BC. With the Persians having landed their invasion force, the Athe- 
nians asked for help from Sparta, but due to a religious festival the Spartan 
army would not march until the full moon arrived. Instead of waiting, the 
Athenian hoplites attacked on the own during the waning moon, and won a 
smashing victory.

In 165 BC, Athens launched a complete revision of the venerable “owl” design 
now called the “New Style” coinage. The quasi-archaic Athena and owl em- 
ployed with little variation for the previous three centuries was given a facelift 
conforming to Hellenistic conventions, using a broad, round flan in place of 
the familiar dumpy fabric. The new head of Athena now sported an elaborate, 
triple-crested helmet and features modeled on the famous Parthenon statue 
of the virgin warrior goddess by Phidias. Her owl was shown on the reverse 
in a more frontal pose than before, standing on an overturned amphora. The 
coinage became more informative and bureaucratic, providing the names of 
the mint officials, various symbols, and even monthly dates according to the 
Greek calendar. The whole reverse design was enclosed within a laurel wreath, 
making this the first of the so-called “stephanophoric” (“wreath-bearing”) 
coinages. Early “New Style” tetradrachms such as this one are struck in high 
relief on large flans, and the outstanding style, centering, metal quality, and 
the lack of any signs of circulation surely rank this piece among the finest 
surviving examples.

In terms of population, wealth and political clout, Corinth was the second 
city in Greece throughout the Classical era, outshone only by Athens. A My- 
cenaean settlement on the narrow Isthmus of Corinth, it was seized by the 
Dorian Greeks in circa 900 BC and by the fifth century BC the city boasted 
two fine harbors, a host of imposing public buildings, and a population of 
about 100,000. Corinths military innovations included the trireme, a war- 
ship powered by three banks of oarsmen, and a popular style of enclosed 
bronze helmet (“Corinthian”) that became ubiquitous throughout Greece. 
Corinthian colonies abounded in Greece proper and Magna Graecia, chief 
among them Syracuse, Corcyra, Ambracia, and Apollonia. From the late 
sixth century BC, Corinths coinage featured the winged horse Pegasus and 
a fine head of Athena wearing a Corinthian helmet. In mythology, Pegasus 
was captured and tamed by the hero Bellerophon, who went on to become 
king of Corinth. Corinthian “colt” staters were struck in enormous numbers 
both in the mother city and its colonies, rivaling the Athenian “owl” as an 
international trade coin. With its detailed Pegasus and determined Athena, 
the extraordinary quality of die engraving and overall condition of this piece 
place it among the finest surviving specimens of the series.

Having no native supplies of silver, Crete relied on imported coinage from 
other Greek cities, mainly Aegina, with which its cities enjoyed close ties. Lyt- 
tus was founded as a colony of Sparta and started striking its own coins in 
the latter fifth century BC. These early coins were frequently overstruck on 
mainland Greek coinages, and so ancient Cretan coins frequently suffer from 
poor strikes and porous metal. Lyttus employed the imagery of an eagle, sa- 
cred to Zeus, and a wild boar on its early coins, of which this is an unusually 
pleasing example, well-struck in sound metal and showing little evidence of 
an undertype.

Cyzicus was an important city on the northwestern coast of Anatolia, well 
positioned to take advantage of trade across and through the Sea of Marmara. 
Its coinage was in more or less continuous production from about 550 BC to 
circa AD 630, a nearly 1,200 year span unmatched by any other ancient mint. 
The tunny (tuna) fish was the symbol of Cyzicus from mid-6th century BC, 
when the city began striking electrum staters and fractions that circulated 
so widely the generic term for a stater became cyzicenus. The fishing trade 
was critical to the economy of Cyzicus and it is likely the tunny fish became 
a form of pre-coinage currency, which carried over to become a mint symbol 
after the invention of coinage in nearby Lydia.

Even before the Wars of Diadochi had concluded, the region of Bithynia in 
Asia Minor along the southern coast of the Black Sea had declared its inde- 
pendence from the vast realms ruled by Alexanders successors. Bithynias 
kings were part of a native dynasty descended from two Thracian tribes 
that occupied the region centuries earlier, with admixture of royal Persian 
blood. Of the early dynasts, Zipoetres, Nicomedes I, and Ziaelas, we know 
comparatively little, except their evident love for war and plunder. Prusias I, 
the fourth independent king of Bithynia, was celebrated for his love of Greek 
culture and his ability to maintain his kingdoms power and prosperity dur- 
ing a time of turmoil in the Hellenistic world. He successfully conducted wars 
against the Galatians and the Attalid Kingdom of Pergamum, the latter with 
the help of the great Carthaginian General Hannibal. However, after first 
granting Hannibal refuge, Prusias was forced to give him up to the Romans, 
who demanded his surrender; Hannibal took poison in response. The portrait 
coins of Prusias are among the finest of the Hellenistic series, depicting him 
with a luxuriant set of chin-whiskers and a self-satisfied smirk.

In the recently published “Electrum and the Invention of Coinage” (Den- 
nis McMillan, 2011), author Joe Linzalone presents a convincing case that 
the ‘striated’ Ionian issues of circa 670-660 BC should be considered the first 
true coin types ever struck. Pre-weighed lumps of electrum, some marked 
with a rough punch, had been employed as a medium of exchange for some 
years before this issue, but they lacked anything that could be called an ob- 
verse “type” or design. The field of striated lines seen here, Linzalone theorizes, 
could evoke the ripples of water in the stream beds where natural electrum 
was found in Lydia and Ionia, where coinage originated; alternatively it 
could simply be an abstract design engraved into the anvil striking surface in- 
tended to hold the blank in position. However, Linzalone points out the stri- 
ated fields were maintained for a while even after other design elements were 
added, indicated more than a simple mechanical function. In any case, in 
his early treatise on economics and money, Aristotle stated that the addition 
of an obverse image was the decisive step to converting bullion into coinage.

Darics depicted a stylized image of the 
Great King in a martial pose. The second phase of the Daric coinage, seen 
here, depicts the Great King kneeling and drawing a bow, preparing to shoot 
an arrow. Later issues somewhat simplified the design and show the King 
holding a spear and bow, or a bow and dagger. Phase II darics were almost 
impossible to obtain until a small number appeared on the market recently. 
This Extremely Fine example, graded Mint State by NGC, must rank among 
the finest examples extant.

Although coin portraiture is commonly thought to be a Hellenistic invention, 
the first true portraits actually appeared in Lycia in the late Classical period, 
under the dynasts who ruled nominally as suzerains of the Persian Great 
King. Little is known about Mithrapata, who exercised control circa 390-370 
BC, but his remarkable coin portraits, which show him on a human scale and 
with remarkable realism, offer a few intriguing hints. Unlike earlier Lycian 
dynasts, he does not wear the bashlyk, a Persian cap worn as a symbol of 
satrapal power, nor does he sport any godlike attributes. This could suggest 
Mithrapata had declared his independence of the Persian Empire, or that he 
favored Greek over Persian sensibilities.

Seleucus Nicator (“Victor”) began his career as a soldier in Alexander the 
Greats elite bodyguard, the Silver Shields. By 327 BC he had become part of 
the conquerors inner circle of advisors. Upon Alexanders premature death 
in Babylon the evening of June 10-11, 323 BC, Seleucus became the senior 
lieutenant of Perdiccas, regent for the Alexander’ half-witted brother Phil- 
ip III Arrhidaeus and the conqueror’ as-yet unborn son Alexander IV. He 
received no territory in Perdiccass carve-up of the enormous Macedonian 
Empire; however, in the short and sharp First War of the Diadochi (321-320 
BC), Seleucus betrayed Perdiccas and and helped arrange his murder, for 
which he was awarded the satrapy of Babylon by the new regent, Antipater. 
It is from this period that this beautiful gold stater, struck in the name and 
types of Alexander the Great, derives. Another round of civil war, this time 
pitting Antigonus “One-Eye” and his son Demetrius against the other Di- 
adochi, forced Seleucus to flee Babylon in 315 BC and enter the service of his 
friend Ptolemy I Soter in Egypt. A victory in 312 BC allowed him to return 
to Babylon and reclaim his satrapy; it is from this year that Seleucus dated 
his reign and the “Seleucid Era.” Through nearly continuous warfare 312- 
301 BC, Seleucus enlarged his realm considerably until it contained nearly 
all of Alexanders former Empire, save for Egypt (under Ptolemy), Thrace 
(under Lysimachus) and Macedon itself (under Cassander the descendants 
of Antigonus). In 306 BC, he proclaimed himself king, along with Antigonus, 
Lysimachus, Ptolemy, and Cassander in their respective spheres of influence, 
and founded a new capital city of Seleucia on the Tigris. He built dozens of 
other cities over his long and successful reign, making him one of the chief 
purveyors of Hellenism. He was still planning to complete the conquest of 
Greece and Macedon when he was assassinated by Ptolemy Keraunos, son of 
his former ally Ptolemy Soter. The dynasty he founded in the Hellenized East 
would last another two centuries.

The Kingdom of Elymais flourished as a sub-monarchy along the upper por- 
tion of the Persian Gulf from 188 BC to AD 222, at times autonomous from, 
and subject to, the Seleucid and Parthian Kingdoms. The name derives from 
the ancient name for the region, Elam, referenced in the Bible. Its earliest rul- 
ing dynasty, the Kamnaskirids, produced an intriguing coinage blending Hel- 
lenistic and Parthian elements. This remarkable tetradrachm of Kamnaskires 
III depicts him alongside his wife, Anzaze, both of whom are named on the 
reverse as king and queen, respectively. The king wears elaborate royal robes 
covered with jeweled netting, visible with unusual clarity on this specimen.

All Coins from the Frank Kovacs Collection. 


This extraordinary set of 38 dated shekels of Tyre, the main silver coinage of the Holy Land in New Testament times, spans the presumed lifetime of Jesus 
of Nazareth and is the only collection of its type ever assembled. Hence we are justified in calling it “The Collection of a Lifetime.” The collection was as- 
sembled by noted numismatist and antiquarian Frank Kovacs of Corte Madera, California over a 25-year period from 1990 to the present. Widely known 
as an expert on dated coinages of the Classical East, Frank’s extensive contacts provided him the opportunity to acquire several newly discovered dates that 
still survive only singly or in tiny numbers (fewer than five known examples). At least one coin in the collection (number 33, dated Year 154 / AD 28-29), 
is thought to be unique. Thus this collection would be impossible to duplicate until more examples come to light. 


The Lifespan of Jesus: Even without taking up the question of his divinity, Jesus of Nazareth, widely known as Jesus Christ, is arguably the most important 
person in the history of Western Civilization. Indeed, the modern world’s BC / AD dating system is based on his assumed birth year of 1 BC/AD 1 (there 
is no “year zero”). This dating system is based on the calculations of Dionysius Exeguus in about 525 BC; however, modern scholars have concluded that 
Jesus was actually born a few years earlier, probably 5-4 BC. Establishing the actual lifespan of Jesus is thus an uncertain exercise at best, as the Gospel ac- 
counts contain no detailed time line and the actual dates that are mentioned are frequently contradictory. However it is possible to set the broad goalposts 
between which Jesus must have lived, using the earliest widely accepted year for his birth, 5/4 BC, and the latest likely date for his Crucifixion, AD 33/4. 


Three of the Gospels state Jesus was born in Bethlehem, about 10 kilometers from Jerusalem; his earthly parents, however, were from Nazareth in Galilee 
and evidently this is what he considered his “hometown.” Here he grew to manhood and embarked upon his epochal ministry at about the age of 30, likely 
sometime between AD 26-30. The Gospel of Luke mentions that John the Baptist’s ministry in the wilderness began in the “fifteenth year of Tiberius Caesar 
(or AD 28/9)” Since Jesus was baptized by John, it is likely his own two or three-year ministry began after this. 


Equal uncertainly surrounds the date of the Crucifixion. All the Gospels and the historian Josephus record that Jesus was executed by Pontius Pilate, the 
Roman governor (or prefect) of Judaea AD 26-36, and that he was crucified on a Friday before the Feast of Passover. The most widely accepted dates for 
the Crucifixion are 18 March AD 29, 7 April AD 30, and 3 April AD 33. 


Shekels of Tyre: The Phoenician port city of Tyre became wealthy from its export of a deep purple dye made from a mollusk, the famous “Tyrian purple” 
worn by royalty. It maintained good relations with the Kingdom of Israel and helped finance the construction of Solomon's temple. Tyre was fought over 
by the Ptolemaic and Seleucid Kingdoms for two centuries before finally regaining its independence in 126 BC. From this year, Tyre began issuing silver 
coins, shekels and half-shekels, that were widely accepted in the Levant as a trade currency due to their carefully controlled weight and fineness. Tyrian 
shekels carry the obverse image of Melqart, a Phoenician version of Heracles, and a reverse depiction of an eagle standing left on the prow of a ship. The 
reverse legend translates to “Of the Holy and Inviolable City of Tyre” and in the left field is a date in Greek numerals, counting years forward from the date 
of the city’s autonomy (126/5 BC). 


Lacking a silver currency of its own, the newly independent kingdom of Judaea came to accept the use of Tyrian silver as the main coin of the realm. Tyr- 
ian shekels and half-shekels were the only coins acceptable as tithes and payments to the Temple in Jerusalem, which was vastly expanded by Herod the 
Great (37-4 BC). This situation maintained after the Romans gained direct control of Judaea after Herod’s death. After 20/19 BC, the style and fabric of 
Tyrian coinage changed markedly, with the coins becoming smaller and thicker, and the letters KP were added to the reverse control marks. The noted 
Israeli numismatist Yaakov Meshorer proposed that these later shekels were actually minted in Jerusalem rather than Tyre. While this view is not widely 
accepted, it is clear these later shekels were minted primarily to meet burgeoning demand in Judaea. Edward Cohen, author of “Dated Coins of Antiquity,’ 
notes that the date form of the later shekels (consistently reading left-to-right) differs from the earlier issues and indicates a different mint in the southern 
Levant. These “KP” shekels were evidently minted more sporadically, and in smaller numbers, than earlier issues and are generally much rarer today; in 
fact coins are unknown for several of the years between 20 BC and AD 66, when their issue ceased. Other years are known from only a single specimen 
or a handful of examples. 


The Tyrian shekel features prominently in many Gospel accounts, most notably the scene in which the Apostle Judas betrays Jesus to the Temple authori- 
ties and is “covenanted” with “30 pieces of silver” These were certainly shekels of Tyre. In another scene (Matthew 17:24-27), Jesus plucks a shekel from 
the mouth of a fish to pay his Temple tax. The famous incident where Jesus attacks the “money changers” in the Temple courtyard likely resulted in many 
Tyrian shekels flying about, as this was the currency into which visitors were changing their own native coins. 


Since Tyrian shekels were the only large silver coins to circulate heavily in the Judaea, Samaria, Galilee and the Decapolis, the very regions Jesus of Nazareth 
frequented during his itinerant ministry, the question must be asked: What are the chances that Jesus himself, or one of his disciples, or one of the other 
figures mentioned in the Gospels, actually touched or held one of the coins in this collection? (Total: 38 coins)

As with the satrapal coinage of the nascent Seleucid Kingdom, gold staters 
struck by Ptolemy I of Egypt followed the types issued by Alexander the Great 
up to his death in 323 BC. The important port city of Sidon in Phoenicia, 
where this beautiful stater was struck, initially came under Ptolemy’ control 
but became a bone of contention between the Ptolemaic and Seleucid realms 
and switched allegiances several times over the following century.

Ptolemy I Soter “(Savior”) was born the son of the Macedonian nobleman 
Lagus; a later tale that he was an illegitimate son of Philip II was probably 
fabricated. He was a friend and intimate of Alexander III the Great from 
boyhood and accompanied him on his career of conquest 333-323 BC. Upon 
Alexanders death in 323 BC, Ptolemy was granted the prized satrapy of 
Egypt, richest of the formerly Persian provinces. Alone among the Diadochi 
(“successors”), he was content with his sphere of influence and did not risk all 
to succeed Alexander as supreme leader. However, he was not above using 
the great conquerors image and reputation to secure his own position. He hi- 
jacked Alexander's funeral cortege as it was proceeding back to Macedon and 
had his embalmed corpse formally interred at Memphis in Egypt; later the 
body was relocated to a splendid mausoleum in Alexandria. Ptolemys early 
coinage carries Alexander's image and name, as seen on this remarkable tet- 
radrachm, which depicts the great conqueror wearing an elaborate elephant- 
skin headdress in honor of his victories in India. Ptolemy declared his own 
kingship in 306 BC and was the only one of the Diadochi to die peacefully, 
in his bed; his dynasty ruled Egypt until the fall of Cleopatra VII, in 30 BC.

The gold trichryson, a gold piece of about 24mm and 17.8 grams (the approx- 
imate size and weight of an Attic silver tetradrachm), was first introduced 
by Ptolemy I shortly after he assumed the title of Basileus (king) in 305 BC. 
The weight was equivalent to five Ptolemaic silver drachms on the reduced 
Phoenician standard adopted by Ptolemy I (hence the modern term “pen- 
tadrachm” usually applied to this denomination) but under the Ptolemaic 
system the value would have been 12 times as great, or 60 silver drachms, a 
huge sum in the ancient world and equivalent to perhaps $2,500 in modern 
U.S. currency. It was the largest gold coin the world had yet seen, testament 
to the vast wealth of Egypt. The Alexandria mint employed the best engravers 
in the production of its gold coinage and the quality of portraiture is typically 
outstanding. The production of gold trichrysons continued under Ptolemy 
II Philadelphus, with the added feature of a regnal date added between the 
eagles legs. Circa 270 BC it was replaced by an even larger gold coin, the 
mnaieion, worth 100 silver drachms.

Ptolemaic Egypt was the only Greek-ruled kingdom to strike large quantities 
of enormous gold coins weighing nearly an ounce. This impressive denomina- 
tion was worth 100 silver drachms, or one mina, a small fortune in ancient 
times. The Greco-Egyptians called the 100-mina piece a mnaieion (min- 
EYE-on). Calculating its buying power in modern terms is difficult, but a 
rough equivalent might be around $4,000. Mnaieions were first struck under 
Ptolemy II (282-246 BC), who built the famous Library of Alexandria and 
towering Pharos lighthouse. In 279 BC he married his sister, the beautiful 
and ambitious Arsinoe, in the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. The 
sibling marriage scandalized Greek society, which gave Arsinoe the nickname 
Philadelphus, or “brother-lover.’ The first mnaieions carried four royal por- 
traits: Ptolemy II and his sister-wife on the obverse with the epithet adelphon 
(“sibling lovers”), backed with the portraits of his parents, Ptolemy I Soter 
and Berenice I, now identified as theon (“gods”).

The buying power of one gold mnaieion was enormous and unprecedented 
in the Ancient world, roughly $4,000 in todays currency. No other kingdom 
or empire in the ancient world could produce such large gold coins, and this 
display of economic clout drew thousands of mercenary soldiers into Egypts 
service. This large and powerful army was put to maximum use by the third 
great king of the Ptolemaic dynasty, Ptolemy III Euergetes (246-222 BC). 
Shortly after inheriting the throne, he launched a massive invasion of the 
neighboring Seleucid Kingdom of Syria. Easily crushing all resistance, he 
even reached Babylon, where he proclaimed himself King of Kings. For a 
heady moment, Ptolemy III seemed to have gathered almost all of Alexander 
the Greats vast empire into his own hands. But instead of trying to step into 
Alexanders shoes, he wisely imposed severe terms on the Seleucids, annexed 
Palestine and Phoenicia, and returned to a rapturous welcome in Alexandria. 
Ptolemy III's powerful portrait appears on gold mnaieions struck by his son, 
Ptolemy IV Philopator, who succeeded him in 221 BC. The great conqueror 
appears almost bloated; while likely an accurate portrait, his well-fed appear- 
ance is also visual shorthand for Egypts bountiful abundance. Ptolemy III 
also sports an array of godly attributes, including the rayed crown of Helios, 
the trident of Poseidon, and the aegis of Zeus. The reverse depicts a cornuco- 
pia, again symbolizing the plenty of Egypt.

The traditional attribution of this well-known type holds it depicts Diodotus 
I, satrap of Bactria, but gives the name of the concurrent Seleucid King, An- 
tiochus II Theos. Under this interpretation, the coin represents the Bactrian 
Kingdoms transition from being the largest and furthest-flung province of 
the Seleucid Kingdom to full independence under Diodotus, who later (af- 
ter about 235 BC) struck coins naming himself as king, or Basileus. A new 
and attractive theory put forth by historian Jens Jakobsson in Numismatic 
Chronicle (2010) posits that “Antiochus Nicator” was an entirely different 
ruler of Bactria, probably a son of Diodotus I, who ruled concurrently with 
his father and brother Diodotus II, perhaps ca. 235-220 BC. This theory elim- 
inates the “transitional” coinage and holds that Diodotus’ breakaway regime 
proclaimed its independence from the beginning. It explains the rather puz- 
zling phenomenon observed in the large group of gold staters that reached 
the market in the early 2000s, from which many examples of this type derive, 
that the gold staters in the name of Antiochus seem to have less wear than the 
few that bore both the portrait and name of Diodotus.

The unusual elephant headdress worn by Demetrius on this spectacular tet- 
radrachm recalls the similar headgear sported by Alexander the Great on 
early coins of Ptolemaic Egypt, referring to his conquests in northern India. 
Demetrius also campaigned in India while serving a long apprenticeship un- 
der his father, Euthydemus I, as recorded on a dedicatory stone recently dis- 
covered north of Ai Khanoum in Afghanistan. After succeeding to the throne, 
he launched an invasion of Northern India that extended Greek control into 
modern Pakistan. The historian Strabo claims “more tribes were subdued by 
[Demetrius] than Alexander.’ He apparently made Taxila in the Punjab his 
capital, and during his reign the Greco-Bactrian kingdom reached its greatest 
extent. His son Euthydemus II seems to have reigned jointly with him for a 
short time, but after the end of the regime in circa 180 BC the Greco-Bactrian 
Kingdom fragmented, with his ministers and/or relations Apollodotus, Ag- 
athocles, Antimachus, and Pantaleon claiming portions of it.

Euthydemus II was evidently the son of Demetrius I, the great Greco-Bactri- 
an king whose conquests pushed deep into Northern India and enlarged the 
realm to its greatest territorial extent. He seems to have ruled jointly with his 
father, but apparently did not succeed him, as all of his rare coins depict him 
as a young boy.

To the obscure Bactrian King Antimachus I Theos (“the God”) belongs the 
honor of striking perhaps the most distinctive and character-filled of all Hel- 
lenistic numismatic portraits. Of the man himself we know next to nothing. 
Scholars are divided as to whether he was a member of the family of the foun- 
dational Bactrian ruler Diodotus I, or of his successor, the successful usurper 
Euthydemus I, or was entirely independent of any previous royal houses. 
How he came to power is likewise unknown — was he a trusted vizier who 
usurped the throne from the boy king Euthydemus II, or was he appointed to 
rule a portion of the huge, unwieldy kingdom along with his contemporaries 
Agathocles and Pantaleon, whose coins seem to date from the same 10 to 15- 
year span early in the second century AD? The only non-numismatic record 
of his reign is a surviving tax receipt which names him as king, as well as 
another ruler of the same name (likely his son) and a third named Eumenes, 
for whom no coins have survived. We do know Antimachus thought rather 
a lot of himself, as evidenced by the self-satisfied smirk he sports on his coins 
and the title he adopted — Theos or “The God,’ an unprecedented reach for 
a living ruler even in an age of overpowering egos. Despite the grandiosity 
of his title, he wears the humble Macedonian felt sun hat, the kausia, which 
serves to humanize him, and there is something kindly and fatherly in the 
fleshy contours of his face, rendered with astonishing skill by die engravers 
more than 1,500 miles removed from the Greek homeland. The adoption of 
Poseidon, god of the sea, as a patron deity on the reverse is likewise puzzling, 
as the Bactrian realm was almost entirely land-locked.

This remarkable piece exemplifies the astonishing quality of portraiture 
achieved in the far-flung Greco-Bactrian realm, encompassing Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and northern India. The die work is truly masterful, conveying the 
rulers ferocious determination with no extraneous details, while the reverse 
scene of the Dioscuri on rearing horses is executed with precision and energy. 
How and why a school of supremely talented coin smiths established a pres- 
ence so far from the Greek homeland remains an enduring mystery.

Of the immense Greco-Bactrian kingdom’ rulers, we have only a handful of 
written accounts totalling about 500 words, along with the intriguing and 
often puzzling glimpses provided by the coinage of the realm. From the lat- 
ter we can deduce that Eucratides, who reigned for about 25 years starting 
about 171 BC, arose from obscure origins to become the most powerful of all 
Greco-Bactrian kings, displacing several other claimants over a span of about 
10 years. This magnificent piece depicts Eucratides as a general wearing a 
broad-brimmed helmet, greatly resembling a modern-day British explorer 
in a pith helmet. The portrait, rendered in sculptural high relief, is nearly 
photographic in its realism and exemplifies the virtuosity achieved by the 
artisans of this far-flung Greek enclave. On the reverse he gives himself the 
total Megalos, “Greatest,” recalling both the deified Alexander and the title 
“Great King” born by the Achaemenid Persian monarchs.

Aulus Hirtius served as one of Caesar's legates in Gaul from about 54 BC 
and remained loyal during the Civil War 48-45 BC. He was appointed as 
Caesars mintmaster in Rome in 46 BC, when he struck the first truly large 
issue of gold aurei from the spoils of Caesar's campaigns. These aurei, which 
bear a rather enigmatic veiled female head on the obverse (usually identified 
as either Ceres or Vesta), were used to pay Caesar's soldiers after the great 
triumphal parade. After Caesar’ assassination, Hirtius initially supported 
Mark Antony but, after taking over as Consul in 43 BC, he raised an army 
against Antony at the instigation of Cicero and Octavian. His army defeated 
Antony at Mutina in April of 43 BC, but Hirtius was killed in the fighting; 
his consular colleague Pansa died days later, leaving Octavian and Antony 
masters of Rome. While the Hirtius aurei in the name of Caesar are not rare, 
they are only rarely seen in the Mint State grade assigned to this extraordi- 
nary piece by NGC.

Gaius Octavius, later known as Augustus, was born the morning of Septem- 
ber 23, 63 BC, under the sign of Capricorn. Later in life, he placed great 
stress on his natal sign, placing it on his coins in both gold and silver. Three 
reasons suggest themselves as to why Augustus took this course: (1) Capri- 
corn was associated with stern moral authority; (2) Capricorn is the sign 
through which the sun passes at winter solstice and is, in a sense, reborn, like 
the Roman state in Augustus propaganda; (3) Capricorn, then as now, was 
associated with the planet and god Saturn. According to Roman mythology, 
Saturn had come to live in Italy when his son Jupiter had kicked him out of 
heaven, and the age in which Saturn ruled as king over Italy was a “golden 
age’ of paradise on earth. Virgil took up this theme in his treatment of Au- 
gustus reign as a return of the Saturnian age.

In 1894 or 1895, excavators working on a Roman villa near the buried city 
of Pompeii unearthed an amazing treasure trove that included silver table 
vessels of incredible beauty and more than 1,000 gold aurei. The intense heat 
from the volcanic ash, lava and pyroclastic flows from the eruption of Vesu- 
vius left nearly all of the gold coins with a distinctive reddish discoloration 
which has come to be known as “Boscoreale toning.” Although it is known 
that the hoard consisted of coins from all the reigns up to and including AD 
78, no formal records were made of the hoard before it was dispersed to lo- 
cal museums and coin collectors. Although it is impossible to tell for certain 
whether any particular coin was from the Boscoreale Hoard, the presence of 
deep reddish toning on an aureus dating to before the eruption is regarded as 
highly suggestive that the coin was from this hoard, or was found elsewhere 
in the vicinity of Pompeii or Herculaneum.

Claudius owed his elevation to the Praetorian Guard and was not ashamed 
to promote this fact on his coinage. The reverse of this interesting aureus 
type depicts the Praetorian camp and the legend “IMPER RECEPT” — “The 
Emperor Received,’ a direct reference to the chaotic aftermath of Caligulas 
assassination in January of AD 41, when a platoon of Praetorians found 
Claudius hiding in the imperial palace and quickly hustled him behind the 
walls of the fortress. He obliged them with a donative of 3,750 silver denarii 
per head, nearly quadruple the previous highest amount (1,000, by Tiberius). 
The Praetorians remained fiercely loyal throughout his reign and, faced with 
this reality, the Senate was loath to challenge him. This variety of aureus, 
with a legend running counterclockwise and the Tribunican year of VI, is 
the rarest of this reverse type (rated as R4 by RIC) and has previously been 
offered only thrice in the last 10 years.

As Emperor, Claudius erred mainly in his atrocious taste in women. Mes- 
salina, his promiscuous third wife, ran wild as Empress and nearly brought 
down his regime in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina the Younger, used her 
wiles to enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previous 
marriage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish 
of poisoned mushrooms in October, AD 54 and brought his 13-year reign to 
an end. Agrippina was given extraordinary prominence on the coinage dur- 
ing Claudius’ reign, as evidenced by this aureus.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius was born in 
AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consular’ son. The young- 
er Vitellius developed a penchant for gambling along with a gourmands ap- 
petites and corpulent physique. He served as Consul in AD 48, where he 
acquitted himself well, but resumed his disreputable habits in later years. 
This served to land him heavily in debt by the time Neros regime collapsed in 
AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, appointed Vitellius governor of Germania 
Inferior, believing him to utterly without ambition or talent, and therefor a 
safe choice. But officers in the Rhine legions grew disenchanted with Galbas 
parsimony and persuaded Vitellius to make a try for the throne. On Janu- 
ary 1, AD 69, the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at the city of 
Colonia Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bonuses and easy dis- 
cipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia over to his cause. 
His march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bacchic procession, with 
his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the countryside. In the meantime, 
Galba has been overthrown at Rome by Otho, who marched north with the 
Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First Battle of Bedriacum in mid-April 
went to Vitellius’ larger force, and Otho opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, 
Vitellius was confirmed as emperor by a reluctant Senate. He treated his ele- 
vation as an excuse for one long banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent 
of $2 billion on delicacies from all over the Empire. While he indulged his 
appetites, the armies of the East proclaimed the general Vespasian as emperor 
on July 1, launching a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube 
joined in the revolt and invaded Italy on Vespasians behalf. Within weeks, 
soldiers loyal to Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside all 
opposition. They found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeepers quarters. 
Hauled half-naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was mocked, tortured, 
and slain. His outraged corpse was dumped unceremoniously in the Tiber.

The IVDAEA CAPTA coinage series was the broadest and most diverse issue 
of coins celebrating a Roman victory issued up to that time, comprising coins 
of every metal, denomination, and mint. They formed an important part of 
the overall propaganda campaign establishing the legitimacy of the Flavian 
dynasty. The new edition of Roman Imperial Coinage lists this rare aureus as 
the first struck in Rome by Vespasian once his forces had seized control of the 
capital in December of AD 69.

Flavius Titus Vespasianus was born in AD 41, the son of the successful gen- 
eral Vespasian. He grew into an intelligent, handsome, and charming young 
man who became his fathers second in command for the Judaean campaign 
of AD 66-69. When Neros regime collapsed, Vespasian marched on Rome 
while Titus took over direction of the Judaean war, which culminated in 
the storming of Jerusalem in AD 70. Titus next served as Praetorian Pre- 
fect and was utterly ruthless in protecting his family’s stranglehold on power. 
When Vespasian died in AD 79 and Titus was proclaimed emperor, he soon 
emerged as an uncommonly benevolent and conscientious ruler. When the 
eruption of Vesuvius destroyed Pompeii and Herculaneum, and a major fire 
swept Rome months later, his generous relief measures won wide admiration. 
The historian Tacitus went so far as to call Titus the “darling of the human 
race. However, his reign was destined to be short: Only two years after his 
accession he fell ill and died on September 1, AD 80 at the age of 40. Perhaps 
he was fortunate in the brevity of his reign, for the string of natural disasters 
had emptied the treasury and storm clouds were gathering on the military 
front. His brother Domitian, capable but far less affable, succeeded him.

Titus Flavius Domitianus was born in AD 51 to the respected senator and 
general Vespasian, who successfully seized and held the throne to conclude 
the civil wars of AD 68-69. As a young man, Domitian was largely overshad- 
owed by his older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, 
resentful character. In AD 79, Vespasian was succeeded by Titus as Augustus, 
with Domitian taking the junior position of Caesar. But Titus ruled only two 
years before he abruptly fell ill and died in September of AD 81, and Domi- 
tian wasted no time in seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian 
dynasty. This aureus, struck during Domitians Caesarship, pairs him with 
the goddess Spes (“Hope”), placing upon him the Roman people's “hopes” for 
continued stability under the Flavians.

Trajan’s wife Pompeia Plotina Claudia Phoebe Piso was part of a coterie 
of powerful Spanish-born women who exerted considerable influence over 
imperial policy and the succession in the early second century AD. Born in 
Gades in AD 64, she was made Augusta by Trajan in AD 100, but did not 
formally accept the title until AD 105. Famously unostentatious, she is said 
to have stated, upon entering the imperial palace for the first time, “I enter 
here such a woman as I would wish to be when I leave.” Coinage with her 
portrait commenced with this aureus issue in AD 112. Trajans sister Marci- 
ana and niece Matidia also lived in the palace and were also honored on Tra- 
jan’s coinage. The close circle of females is credited by some with influencing 
Trajan’s reforms of taxation and the establishment of a welfare scheme to help 
the poor (Alimentia). With no children of her own, Plotina highly favored 
Hadrian, the emperors protege, and probably engineered his betrothal and 
marriage to Matidia’s daughter Sabina, thus tying him to the imperial family. 
She accompanied Trajan to the east on his final campaign against the Par- 
thian Kingdom, and quickly took charge of the government apparatus when 
the emperor fell desperately ill on the return trip through Asia Minor. Some 
Roman historians accuse Plotina of concealing Trajan’ death for a time in 
order to stage-manage the appointment of Hadrian as Caesar, thus ensur- 
ing a smooth transition of power. In any case she lived long into Hadrian's 
reign and continued to be honored by him as Augusta, or first woman of the 
Empire. A letter survives from Plotina to Hadrian seeking his endowment of 
an Epicurean school in Greece. Upon her death in AD 122, she was deified 
by order of the Senate.

Though famously frugal, Antoninus Pius was not above maintaining his pop- 
ularity by regular cash disbursements to the Roman populace (congiaria), 
personified by the goddess Liberalitas, who is shown here helping the emperor 
to hand out coins to a grateful citizen. A congiarium is recorded at the outset 
of his reign, two more occurred in the period AD 140-143, and a fourth oc- 
curred in AD 145, in which this aureus was struck. Tiberius is recorded to 
have given the first Imperial cash distribution, of 300 sesterces; Nero later 
upped the amount to 400, an amount which could have been given in the 
form of four gold aurei or 100 silver denarii.

Though never very healthy, Marcus Aurelius reigned nearly two decades, 
much of the time enduring the rigors of combat under extreme and inclem- 
ent conditions. Upon his death on March 17, AD 180 at the remote fortress 
of Vindobona, his son Commodus became sole Augustus and requested the 
deification of his late father. The Senate complied without demure. The Rome 
mint commenced a prodigious commemorative coinage for the late emperor, 
including this attractive gold aureus, depicting the elaborate funeral pyre 
upon which an effigy of Marcus Aurelius was cremated. Never again would 
the Roman Empire be ruled by such a moral, dutiful and conscientious man. 
As noted by the historian Cassius Dio, “history now descends from a kingdom 
of gold to one of iron and rust.”

When Antoninus Pius died in March, AD 161, the new Emperor Marcus 
Aurelius insisted that the Senate also grant his adoptive brother Lucius Verus 
the title of Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire two theoretically 
coequal rulers. The arrangement was immediately put to the test in AD 162, 
when the Parthians invaded the Roman client state of Armenia and installed 
a puppet king. The Roman governor of Cappadocia attempted to deal with 
the invasion by leading a single legion (perhaps IX Hispana) into Armenia, 
but his army was trapped and massacred. For the first time in a generation, 
the Romans were forced to assemble a large military task force to reverse 
this humiliation. The two emperors determined that Marcus would remain 
in Rome while Lucius, the more physically robust of the imperial duo, took 
ostensible charge of the huge army and march east to confront the Parthians. 
Lucius took with him a large military and administrative staff, including his 
favorite freedmen, two senators, and a large contingent of the Praetorian 
guard. The imperial cortege adopted a leisurely route to the east, hitting all 
of the famed luxury resorts along the way, during which Lucius enjoyed the 
attentions of a beautiful mistress, Panthea of Smyrna. Meanwhile, the le- 
gionary task force under the general Statius Priscus raced ahead, invaded 
Armenia and expelled the Parthians. The Armenian capital of Artaxata was 
captured and a Roman ex-consul of Arsacid-Armenian descent, C. Julius 
Sohaemus, was named as the new king of Armenia. Though his personal role 
in the campaign was negligible, Lucius adopted the agnomen Armeniacus, a 
title boldly stated on the obverse legend of this spectacular gold aureus, issued 
in AD 163-164.

Julia Domna was of Syrian-Arab ancestry, as the daughter of the hereditary 
high priest of Elagabal at Emesa, a wealthy caravan city in the Syrian desert. 
Beautiful, cultured and highly educated, she was made even more of a “prize” 
by a horoscope that proclaimed she would marry a king. Septimius Severus 
probably encountered her family while serving as a general in Syria in the 
AD 180s; when he learned of the horoscope, he immediately wrote to her 
father and secured her hand in marriage. Upon Severus’ ascension as Ro- 
man Emperor in AD 193, Julia was named Augusta and became his closest 
advisor and confidant. Her love of art, learning and philosophy manifested 
in a cultural Renaissance in Rome. Her profile graces the obverse of this 
superb aureus, while the reverse image of Venus Victrix recalls an issue of 
Titus struck a century earlier.

The first eight years of Severus Alexander's reign were mercifully free of seri- 
ous external threats. In AD 230, however, the new Sasanian king of Persia, 
Ardashir I, staged a major invasion of Rome’ eastern provinces, besieging the 
important border city of Nisibis and raiding as far as Cappadocia. Peace- 
ful by nature and with no military training, Alexander was ill-equipped to 
deal with the situation. His mother Julia Mamaea, the real ruler of the state, 
made peace offers to the Sasanians, which were haughtily rebuffed. Alex- 
ander was thus compelled to mount an expedition to the east. The martial 
tone of this beautiful aureus, struck in 230, is likely part of the propaganda 
build-up to war.

Gordian III was one of a series of “boy emperors” who nominally reigned 
during the chaotic mid-third century AD. The grandson of Gordian I, he 
was proclaimed Caesar after the collapse of his grandfather's abortive 21-day 
reign during the “Year of the Six Emperors” in AD 238, and sole emperor 
after the Praetorians murdered the Senate-appointed duo of Balbinus and 
Pupienus in July of that year. Due to his youth and inexperience, Gordian 
was at first dominated by an advisory board of senators, who had to walk 
a tightrope to avoid the fate of the previous short-lived regimes. In AD 241, 
Gordian appointed as Praetorian Prefect the capable Timesitheus, whose 
daughter Tranquillina became his bride. Timesitheus became a beneficent 
mentor who kept Gordians weak government on an even keel. This aureus 
pairs the youthful Gordian with Diana Lucifera, “bringer of light,” alluding 
to the hope that his reign might enlighten a steadily darkening world.

Aurelian stands as a pivotal figure, for during the course of five action-packed 
years he stitched together a fragmented Roman Empire and put it firmly on 
the path to recovery. An Illyrian of humble origins, Lucius Domitius Au- 
relianus rose through the ranks of the Roman army along with a cadre of 
Danubian officers who formed a warrior elite. Acclaimed emperor after the 
death of Claudius II in AD 270, Aurelian immediately faced a rapid-fire 
series of invasions by several barbarian tribes, which he defeated in turn. He 
next turned his attention to the East, which had broken away under the rule 
of Queen Zenobia of Palmyra. In two lightning campaigns in AD 272 and 
273, he routed Zenobias formidable army and took Palmyra by storm. Barely 
pausing for breath, he led his legions into Gaul, which had been ruled by a 
separatist government for 14 years. His army routed the Gallo-Roman forces 
and their ruler Tetricus made formal submission to Rome. Senate and people 
rightly acclaimed Aurelian as “Restorer of the World” (Restitutor Orbis). He 
further hoped to impose a kind of religious unity on the empire by encourag- 
ing the quasi monotheistic cult of Sol Invictus, the Unconquered Sun, and 
designated December 25th as the gods birthday, unwittingly creating Christ- 
mas. In AD 275, Aurelian planned to invade Persia, but a dishonest secretary 
feared his wrath and procured his assassination. His reign was one of colossal 
achievement that made possible the great Roman revival of the later third 
and fourth centuries. This aureus, struck at the Balkan mint of Siscia, depicts 
Aurelian as the lean, tough military man he undoubtedly was. The reverse 
depicts Concordia holding two military standards, representing the coopera- 
tion between Roman legions that made Aurelian’ reconquest possible.

Although he reached the Roman throne via the path of coup and civil war, 
Diocletian turned out to be a far-sighted statesman of rare ability. Achieving 
undisputed power in AD 285, he came in with a detailed blueprint for Ro- 
man revival. Recognizing the task of governing the Empire had grown too 
great for one man, he divided supreme power with three old military col- 
leagues and devised a formula for renewing this “Tetrarchy” every 20 years. 
The arrangement worked surprisingly well and by AD 300 the ceaseless re- 
volts and civil wars that had nearly destroyed the Roman Empire over the 
latter third century had stopped, allowing Roman economic life to slowly 
and painfully recover. His many reforms included a complete revamp of the 
Roman coinage system. This aureus, struck at the very outset of his reign, 
retains the style, fabric and weight (about 4.75 grams) fixed by Aurelian in 
AD 275, about 1/70th of a Roman pound. In AD 293, Diocletian increased 
the weight of the aureus to 1/60th of a pound (about 5.4 grams), and at the 
same time introduced an entirely new coin of good silver, the argenteus. The 
imagery of his coinage continued to stress the role of Jupiter as his personal 
“protector” (IOVI CONSERVATORI), while his colleague Maximian adopted 
Hercules as his patron, thus creating two Imperial “houses,” the Jovian and 
Herculean.

Galerius began life as the son of a peasant herdsman. His mother Romula 
was a pagan priestess from the far side of the Danube who fueled his lifelong 
respect for the “old gods” of Rome and his hatred for Chistianity. A large, im- 
posing man, he found a career in the military and rose through the ranks to 
become Praetorian Prefect under Diocletian. On March 1, AD 293, Galerius 
was made Caesar, or Junior Emperor, of the East. Winning a decisive victory 
over Persia in AD 296, his influence over Diocletian grew steadily. In AD 
302, he induced his senior to launch the Great Persecution, an all-out effort 
to crush Christianity root and branch. In AD 305, Diocletian abdicated and 
Galerius became Augustus of the East, but the death of his partner Constan- 
tius the following year threw the Tetrarchic system into chaos, and Galerius 
spent the rest of his reign desperately trying to restore order. In AD 310 he fell 
victim to a wasting disease that left him horribly disfigured and in constant 
pain. The Christians claimed it was God's vengeance, and Galerius seems to 
have at least partly believed it, for he ordered the persecution formally ended 
just five days before he died in May, AD 311. This exceedingly rare aureus of 
Galerius as Augustus shows the demigod Hercules as his protector, one of the 
last times he would appear on Roman coinage.

With Diocletians retirement in AD 305, Constantius Chlorus became Au- 
gustus of the West and technically the senior ruler, but his health was failing 
fast and Galerius was clearly dominant. Constantius had to implore Gale- 
rius to release his son Constantine, serving in the eastern court as hostage 
to his fathers loyalty, so that the young officer could assist in a projected 
British campaign. The two were reunited in early 306 and campaigned jointly 
against the Picts, winning Constantius the title “Britannicus Maximus.” But 
Constantius fell seriously ill that summer and died on July 25. The army im- 
mediately acclaimed Constantine as Emperor, launching the career of one of 
Romes greatest rulers. Gold aurei struck by Constantius I during his brief 
term as Augustus are exceedingly rare. This bold piece of the Ticinum mint 
shows a departure from the generic Tetrarchic style of the times and depicts 
Constantius as an individual, with a characteristic hooked “Roman” nose 
that was inherited by his more famous son.

The second son of Constantine I the great, Constantine II “Junior” became the 
senior heir upon the execution of Crispus in AD 326. He underwent years of 
military and governmental training, during which this apparently unique 
solidus was strick at Constantinople, naming him as “Noble Caesar.’ When 
the elder Constantine died in AD 337, Constantine II and his brothers Con- 
stans and Constantius II divided the empire between them. Despite his se- 
niority, Constantine II emerged with only Britain, Gaul, Germany and Spain 
under under his control, the poorest regions of the Empire. In April of AD 
340, Constantine launched an invasion of Italy while Constans was away in 
the Balkans. Expecting little or no resistance, Constantine and his army were 
ambushed by a strong force near Aquileia. During the skirmish, a chance ar- 
row struck Constantine, killing the 24-year-old emperor.

This remarkable reverse type and legend, translated as “The Health [or Sal- 
vation] of the East and the Happiness of the West,’ is unique to this issue of 
Licinia Eudoxia; furthermore RIC lists the type itself as R5, with only a single 
known example in Pariss Bibliotech Nationale. This would appear to be the 
second known specimen. The legend is of particular relevance to this intrigu- 
ing Empress, who served as a human bridge between the Eastern and West- 
ern Roman Empires. Licinia Eudoxia, daughter of the East Roman Emperor 
Theodosius II and his wife Aelia Eudocia, became renowned for her beauty 
as she grew up in the glittering East Roman court. While still an infant, she 
was betrothed to her cousin, five-year-old Valentinian III, heir to the West- 
ern Roman throne. Valentinian was installed as emperor of the west in AD 
425 when he was just six, and the wedding took place in Constantinople 12 
years later, in AD 437. Politically, it was an ideal union, since it cemented 
ties between the East and West Roman Empires at a time of frequent crises, 
invasions and revolts in both realms. Although Valentinian was reputedly 
unfaithful to Eudoxia, the couple produced two daughters and the marriage 
endured until Valentinians murder in AD 455. Although she favored the 
dashing officer Majorian as her late husband's replacement, Eudoxia was 
instead forced to marry the elderly Petronius Maximus, the man who had 
schemed Valentinian’ death and usurped the throne. Rather than quietly 
acquiesce, Eudoxia summoned help from Gaiseric, king of the Vandals, who 
had been betrothed to one of her daughters. Her plea had unforseen conse- 
quences, however: Gaiseric set sail from Carthage to Rome, killed Petronius 
Maximus, sacked the city, and carried Eudoxia and her daughters off to cap- 
tivity in Carthage, where they remained until AD 462, when the East Roman 
Emperor Leo secured her release. Accounts for the remainder of her life differ, 
some claiming she returned to Rome, while others suggest she spent the re- 
mainder of her life in Constantinople.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first numismatic 
representation of Jesus, and immediately followed the ruling of the Trullan 
Synod of AD 692 that Christ could be depicted in human form. Justinian II 
was ostentatiously devout and placing the divine image on his coinage was 
a reflection of this. The appearance of Christ on the Byzantine coinage also 
may have spurred the Caliph ‘Abd al-Malik to decree that no images offensive 
to the Muslim faith should appear on coins struck or used by the Arabs, an 
edict of AH 74/ AD 693. This first numismatic portrait of Christ is remark- 
ably naturalistic and lifelike, and was likely based on the mosaic image of 
Christ in the apse of the Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself 
influenced by Hellenistic depictions of Zeus. The divine image later became 
an archetype as Christ Pantocrator, or “ruler of the universe.”

Part of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers, Bardanes was a general of 
Armenian origins who was proclaimed Emperor upon the final overthrow 
of Justinian II. Almost immediately, he alienated the clergy and populace by 
reviving the Monothelete heresy (proposing that Christ had a single, divine 
nature and will) which had supposedly been stamped out decades previously. 
He was also unsuccessful in stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, prompt- 
ing the Byzantine army to depose and blind him after 18 months of ineffec- 
tive rule. He was replaced by the finance minister Artemius, who reigned 
as Anastasius II. This extraordinary piece shows the unusually fine artistry 
employed on the coinage for so ephemeral a reign, showing the emperor hold- 
ing two symbols of office dating back to Roman times: The globus cruciger 
and scipio aquila, a scepter topped by an eagle. The grade of Gem MS is the 
highest possible grade assigned by NGC to an ancient coin.

Irene was a legendary beauty from Athens who married the Emperor Leo 
IV and soon came to dominate domestic affairs in his government. When 
Leo died in 780, Irene ruled as regent for her adolescent son Constantine 
VI. Though the Isaurian dynasty had initiated iconoclasm and vigorously 
attacked the use of sacred images, Irene was a fervent iconodule and began 
the process of reversing the divisive policy. She called a church council at 
Nicaea in 787 that declared iconoclasm to be heretical. This won her enemies 
in the army, which was heavily iconoclast, and in 790 she was temporarily 
ousted in a coup led by her now 20-year-old son. But he showed no talent for 
ruling and recalled her two years later. This solidus belongs to Irenes second 
ascendency, AD 792-797, before she took the audacious step of seizing sole 
power for herself.

The brief sole reign of the Empress Irene was a milestone in both Roman and 
Byzantine history, as it marked the first time a woman ruled the Empire 
in her own right. Previous empresses had effectively wielded supreme power, 
but only by using a male figurehead as nominal ruler. After Constantine em- 
barrassed the regime with a series of military blunders and public scandals, 
Irene had him ousted and blinded in 797, seizing sole power for herself. She 

tried to win popularity with generous handouts and tax reductions, but the 

state’s coffers soon emptied and she faced a series of military disasters that 
further undermined her position. Furthermore, the accession of a female pro- 
moted the Pope in Rome to declare the imperial throne vacant and the Frank- 
ish king Charlemagne was duly crowned “Empror of the Romans” in 800. He 

in turn sent Irene an offer of marriage which might have united Eastern and 
Western Christendom under one government and changed the course of his- 
tory, but it was not to be: In 802 Irene was ousted in a coup led by her finance 
minister Nicephorus, who exiled her Lesbos, where she died the following 
year. Her devotion to icons led to her canonization in the Orthodox Church.

Theodora was one of two daughters born to the Emperor Constantine VIII 
(AD 1025-1028). Unlike her sister Zoe, whom she detested, Theodora was 
bookish and solitary, preferring the life of the convent to the company of men. 
She was not above involving herself in the imperial familys intrigues, however, 
and in 1042 she briefly reigned as co-Empress with Zoe. However, the sisters 
could not agree on anything and Zoe was hastily married off to the aristo- 
crat Constantine Monomachus, who accepted the throne as Constantine IX. 
Having outlasted all other members of the Macedonian dynasty, Theodora 
accepted the purple as sole ruler after the death of Constantine IX in January 
1055. On the whole she ruled with frugality, caution and competence, but 
her micro-management of affairs earned criticism. After 18 months on the 
throne, she fell seriously ill and chose for her successor the highly unsuitable 
civil servant Michael VI Bringas. Her death in August 1056 brought the 187- 
year run of the Macedonian dynasty to a close.

A marvelous sovereign and exceeding- 
ly rare in this enhanced “Specimen” format; presumed unique! Not to be 
confused with the British proof issues of the 19th century, any branch mint 
Proof or Specimen issue of the same period is of the greatest rarity. Less 
established than the Royal Mint, the primary faculty of these sovereign 
outposts was to facilitate the commercial adoption of coinage. Whereas 
collectors in Britain numbered high enough to justify the production of 
sets, the same could not be said for countries such as Australia. Thusly, 
special productions were typically only created for dignitary or exhibition 
purposes. It is in fact the latter reason that is responsible for the present 
coin’s existence. 


Through much of the 19th century, Europe had been sheltered from Aus- 
tralia, even with its British affiliations. In 1879, Australia was determined 
to make that change. For the first time on the continent (and anywhere in 
the southern hemisphere!), Sydney held an International Exhibition; an 
event that not only was a symbolic opening of the country to the Western 
world, but was also an opening in a real sense. From September 17, 1879 
through April 20, 1880, Sydney played host to the world, putting its best 
foot forward to showcase and promote commerce, industry, art and sci- 
ence. During this period, over 1,000,000 visitors were in attendance to see, 
amongst other things, the Royal Mint in Sydney's exhibit. In preparation 
for the event, strikings (for later public display) of various coins and med- 
als in gold and silver took place; it was at this time that the 1879-S (and 
1880-S) specimen sovereign was created! 


While not quite reaching the heights of British proof quality of the period, 
one look at the present coin, and even the casual observer has to concede 
that it’s undeniably special. Evidently struck on a specially prepared planch- 
et, with a likewise specially prepared die, the surfaces present remarkable 
qualities throughout. On the obverse, the fields are distinctly reflective and 
Victorias chiseled portrait shows moderate cameo-producing frost. To a 
slightly lesser magnitude, the same is true of the reverse, with reflective 
fields and a full and equal strike within all the quadrants of the shield; the 
all-important “S” of Sydney below is also sharp and clear. Free of all but the 
most trivial handling, this piece was evidently held apart for generations. 
To think this a product of a branch mint is truly breathtaking! Certainly, 
a coin of inestimable importance to Australian numismatics, and for the 
enthusiast of Australian sovereigns, a coin that will immediately elevate 
any collection to an exalted status. Absolutely, among the finest pre-1900 
Australia Sovereigns one will ever see.

Because of widespread and heavy circulation at the time, most survivors 
today exist below the XF level, with the AU coins that come along only oc- 
casionally being met with significant demand. True UNCs, as the present 
however, are unquestionable rarities, with examples typically only existing 
inside highly-advanced collections.

Penny - Florin Mintage: 12 pieces. Halfpenny Mintage: Unknown. Struck 
for Queen Elizabeth II’s Coronation in 1953, a minuscule total of twelve, 
penny through florin, sets were officially produced at the Melbourne Mint, 
with the entire mintage ending up in the possession of the Chase Manhat- 
tan Bank in New York for their currency museum. Clearly, later deacces- 
sioned or distributed, less than half of these have made their way to auction 
over the following six decades. The Halfpenny, missing from the standard 
Coronation set, was actually struck separately at the Perth mint (identified 
by the period after Australia). While the true mintage remains unknown, 
its rarity likely even surpasses that of the sets, with the Museum Victo- 
ria detailing their manufacturing as, “only for official purposes...some to 
numismatic society collection.” Together, this set, the Halfpenny through 
Florin, represents a “true” full set of the circulating denominations in their 
proof state, and would be nearly impossible to recreate. 


Conditionally, this group leaves little to be desired. The Halfpenny is spec- 
tacular, displaying all-over, golden-red luster with moments of turquoise 
tone on the reverse and essentially no brown to speak of. Other than a few, 
insignificant wisps and two milky spots, the fields are clear of any distrac- 
tions. The Penny, at first glance, sports a darker chestnut color, but upon 
rotation the surfaces ignite with technicolor brilliance that covers not just 
the fields, but also the bust of Elizabeth. The reverse, similarly colored, 
presents a pattern of iridescence, likened to that of a beautiful, watercolor 
painting. All of the silver denominations showcase shimmering surfaces, 
the look more often associated with a “Specimen” finish than the typical 
mirrored proof. In summation, this is a set that contains visual excellence 
as rare as the set itself.

Type 2 
shield. A wholesome problem-free coin, quite attractive for the grade, with significant details of the design still apparent and no relevant flaws. The series 
of Meia Pecas struck at the Bahia mint under Joao V rank among the most elusive types in the entire Brazilian Colonial series. The subtype with the Type 
2 shield is even more challenging with only two known dates: 1727-B and 1729-B. Both are excessively rare, with only three confirmed examples each. As 
noted previously, Kurt Prober indicated that three examples of the present coin were known to him (see page 49 in his “Catalogo das Moedas Brasileiras’, 
3rd edition, 1981). The cataloger has been unable to prove him wrong since it was missing from most major public offerings since his publication, including 
the Sotheby’s Geneva 11/1987, Sotheby's London 5/1996, Hess-Divo 1/1997 (Thomas Faistauer collection), ANR 4/2005 (Eliasberg) auctions and, more 
significantly, the RLM collection recently offered by Heritage. The only exception was the legendary Norweb collection (Spink America 3/1997, lot 707, 
described as “3 known”) where this same specimen was sold: the small planchet streak to the left of the bust and the two minuscule surface marks to the left 
of the “G” in “ALG” and of the “E” in “REX” on the obverse confirm the lofty provenance of this example, now offered for public consideration after nearly

31019 Joao V gold 6400 Reis (Peca) 1732-B MS61 NGC, Bahia mint, 
KM146 (“Unique”), Russo-105 (“Unique”), Gomes-130.04 (“Unique”), 
Maldonado-110.04 (“Unique”), Prober-O300 (“Unique”). Faint adjust- 
ment marks mainly encountered on the obverse account for the designa- 
tion, but a truly handsome specimen with incredibly fresh, fully lustrous 
and reflective surfaces. Minor adjustment marks and a slight weakness on 
the shield do not detract from the great eye-appeal of this piece and are 
mentioned solely for accuracy purposes. Rarely do all available numis- 
matic references so blatantly agree on the rarity of a piece - or an entire 
series! - belonging to a popular and well researched issue. Similarly to, say, 
the early Capped Head American Half Eagle series of 1813-1834 (where 
classic rarities such as the 1815, 1822 and 1829 dates can be found), the 
“Type 3” 6400 Reis (Peca) struck at the Bahia mint under Joao V have long 
been considered as legendary rarities of the well-studied and popular Bra- 
zilian Colonial gold series. All four specialized references (Prober, Gomes, 
Russo and Bentes) list each of the four dates between 1729 and 1732 as ex- 
cessively rare, and a total combined population of 6 previously confirmed 
specimens for the entire series can be deducted: the four authors agree 
on the uniqueness of the 1729-B and 1732-B dates, the 1731-B is listed 
as either “Unique” or “2 known” (the latter is accurate), while the 1730-B 
- listed as Excessively rare in Gomes and Russo - actually has only 2 con- 
firmed specimens (and is listed as “Unique” by Prober and Bentes). More- 
over, three of those known 6 specimens (one each for the dates 1729, 1731 
and 1732) are currently impounded in the legendary Ex-Carlos Marques 
da Costa collection at the Espirito Santo Bank, thus reducing even more 
the scant number of available specimens in private hands. Note that said 
ex-Costa specimen of the 1732-B is the plate coin for the date on three of 
the aforementioned references (Prober does not plate it). The present coin 
ranks as the most significant discovery piece recalled by the cataloguer in 
the field of Brazilian numismatics: a second specimen of the “Type 3” 6400 
Reis 1732-B is now confirmed.

Only the busi- 
ness strike of the Barre Head 4 Reales (a rare proof issue struck in Paris 
also exists) is readily available: the Quito bust issues are both very rare 
(the 2 Reales of that variety, KM38, has been claimed as unique by most 
experts) and the 2 Reales with the Barre head are extremely rare. Of the 
latter, two distinct varieties exist: a pattern issue struck from the master 
dies on planchets with full .900 fineness (KMPn6, 10 pieces struck with 
perhaps 2 or 3 surviving specimens) and a business strike struck on regular 
flans thus debased at .666 fineness (the present type, KM40, 4-5 specimens 
known). Apart from the unmistakable debased appearance of the regu- 
lar issues, the finish and edge on these types is also clearly different and 
serves to further distinguish them. While the rarity of the pattern coins 
can easily be explained from their minute mintage figure, it might seem 
puzzling that this regular issue is of essentially comparative rarity since the 
dies commissioned from Barre were clearly meant to be used. The clue to 
explain this apparent mystery lies with an analysis of the die used to mint 
said business strikes. This die was manufactured in Quito from the afore- 
mentioned master dies prepared by Barre and was apparently defective all 
three of the examined pieces by the cataloguer (one being the following 
(!) lot, the other the ex-Dana Roberts coin, Heritage Auctions 4/2011, lot 
23827) show a characteristic die-break running left from the date on the 
obverse. Presumably, the die broke after only a few coins were struck, and 
thus was created a legendary prize of Ecuadorean numismatics, with a cur- 
rent confirmed population of only 4 specimens.

King Edward inherited 
his powerful father’s throne at the tender age of nine, frail since birth but intellectually keen, having been schooled in the classics at which he was adept; 
the greedy factions at court manipulated him incessantly, and although he possessed Henry VIII's obstinacy it was to no avail, as his body let him down, 
his health began its final decline some time in 1552, and he died on July 6, 1553, at the age of sixteen, at which moment the monarchy passed to his sister, 
Mary. Aside from pictures and royal artifacts seen in museums, only Edward’s gold Sovereign remains for us to ponder as the best testament to his swiftly 
passing symbolic strength.

William & Mary’ largest gold coin, the 5 Guineas, is distinctive not just for 
its conjoined portraits but also for its elegant reverse, at the center of which 
is the rampant Lion of Nassau, part of the Arms of Orange. It features a 
regal shield unlike that seen on any other “fiver” of any British monarch. The 
formerly staid royal crests of Charles II and of James II have been trans- 
formed on this issue, designed and engraved by James and Norbert Roettier. 
The former religious strife reared its head once again, however. The Roettiers 
were Roman Catholics, and temporarily they were replaced at the Royal Mint 
within the Tower of London by George Bowers, who died within four months, 
and then by Henry Harris, a seals engraver who proved unable to engrave 
coin dies. Thus the job was reluctantly returned to the capable hands of the 
Roettier brothers. Their reverse design for the 5 Guineas we see here seems 
to have been inspired by the Renaissance artist Sandro Botticelli. Looking at 
the royal shield, we see to its left and right a seashell opened to reveal its scal- 
loping, an adornment which appears on the 15th-century Italian painters 
famed “Birth of Venus,” which features the goddess of love stepping out of just 
such a seashell. William & Mary may have known nothing of this work of 
art, but not the coin’s engravers, formerly employed along with their father, 
John, by King Charles II, an art lover who founded the fabulous art collection 
of the English monarchs. During the 1660s to 1680s, Botticellis painting was 
not known by its current name, but it was widely admired as a visual image 
of the mythical arrival of Venus on a Mediterranean island. It celebrated the 
theme of arrival in the midst of good fortune. The seashells adornment on 
this 5 Guineas probably allude to this theme, and for England as a nation 
they seem to be a symbolic allusion to the coming to power of fresh monarchs, 
who delivered the English people from the arduous days of Catholicism. Wil- 
liam & Mary ruled only briefly, from 13 February 1689 until 28 December 
1694, and it was only during these few years that this marvelous, artistic 
royal crest appears on any 5-Guineas coin.

There have been four graded mint-state examples that have 
appeared on the open market in the last decade (including the original sale of this piece). Goldberg’s sold two in February, 2006 graded PCGS MS64 
and PCGS MS62, which sold for hammer prices of $28,174 and $18,261, respectively. Golberg’s then sold the present specimen in September, 2008 for a 
hammer price of $26,000. There was a gap of a full six years before the next mint-state graded example appeared on the market, which was in Heritage’s 
August, 2014 Platinum Night Auction. That piece, graded NGC MS62 sold for an amazing $55,000 hammer price. It’s clear that in those interim six years 
the market for this type went up tremendously. While this price history is by no means conclusive , it does at least suggest that the market has gone up over 
100% in the last six years.

Later, almost the entirety of the date was exported to war allies as repayment for debts accrued. As history allows us to deduct, most of these wound up go- 
ing to the U.S. and their likely resting place at Fort Knox. When the Gold Reserve Act was passed in January of 1934, significant amounts of gold specie was 
melted and re-barred, including what turned out to be most of the mintage of the 1917 sovereigns. Today, while the exact number of survivors is unknown, 
infrequent appearances at auction allows this date to maintain its legendary status.

The aforementioned example plated in Medina and the present piece rep- 
resent two different examples since the latter is identifiable by the small 
flan flaw at 3 oclock on the obverse. Both are set in a primary outer bezel 
formed by a wreath. Since said wreath is a perfect match between both 
examples, it is safe to assume that it was contemporary and an integral part 
of the medal itself. Whether the outer bezel of the present example is also 
contemporary is a subject to debate. Nevertheless, the visual effect of the 
piece is striking: it is indisputably an object of great artistic beauty, obvi- 
ously historical and a reminder of the tumultuous times faced by Spain 
during the Napoleonic wars. It was intended to be worn and displayed 
with great pride, as indicated by the solder spot at 12 oclock where the 
original ring is no longer present.

“% gucigalpa mint, probably as wedding tokens for a (very) wealthy groom for 
his future wife. This in indeed confirmed by two almost contemporary and 
independent reports proving that Honduras did not strike regular issue 
gold coins until 1888: a testimony from Mr. Consul Herring on the Hon- 
duran coinage of 1885 included in the 1888 “Report of the (United States) 
Director of the Mint” states that “There has never been any gold coined in 
the country” while Esteban Lazo (“Historia de la Moneda en Honduras’, 
October 16, 1888) indicates that the first gold gold in denominations of 20, 
5 and 1 peso (note the absence of the 10 Pesos denomination) minted in “.. 
May of this year (of 1888)” were the first gold coins minted in Honduras 
and as such will represent a milestone in the story of the country”. 
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In any case, said group was undoubtedly beneficial for the numismatic 
community, since what represented before an essentially uncollectible and 
unknown type is now extremely rare and desirable.

King Kojong assumed the title of Emperor Kuang Mu in 1897 and struggled 
to preserve Koreas independence during a tumultuous time in history when 
Korea faced successive threats by China, Russia, and Japan. Predating this 
was the Sino-Japanese War (1894-1895) when the Qing Dynasty of China 
and the Meiji of Japan were warring for dominance over Korea and, sub- 
sequently, East Asia. Japan prevailed and the loss had devastating conse- 
quences in China that would culminate with the Xinhai Revolution of 1911. 
However, Japans position was almost immediately threatened by Russian 
influence which lasted until the Russo-Japanese War (1904-1905), at which 
time Japan established a direct protectorate over Korea. 


During the protectorate era, the Won coins of Korea displayed the repre- 
sentative Japanese dragon motif and were struck in Osaka to the Japanese 
standard. As for the gold coins, the 5, 10, and 20 Won appeared just before 
Koreas independence was extinguished. Since almost all of the gold coins 
were melted after Korea was annexed to Japan in 1910, the exact number of 
surviving examples is unknown, but thought to be extremely small in number.

Though its uniqueness is in many respects its most desirable attribute, this 
quality is most-certainly compounded by the outstanding beauty! Imme- 
diately identifiable as a carefully produced Proof striking, the fields retain 
high reflectivity. Pleasing cameo contrast is also on display, setting the 
raised devices starkly against the flat fields. Die polish blends with light 
handling to help define the grade, with a tiny mark in front of Kruger’s 
mouth servings as an important identification marker. A true and unquali- 
fied “national treasure.” 


When contemplating the value of a unique coin, the route one often has to 
take to arrive at a final number is a complicated one; that task is unques- 
tionably further complicated when the coin, such as the present, has been 
off the market for decades with no relevant sales records to serve as a basis. 
History does allow us to make some comparisons however. For instance, 
the 1898 Sammy Marks “Tickey’, or off-metal threepence in gold, of which 
215 were struck, is encountered at auction from time to time. The latest 
sales record we have for that coin comes from September of 2013, when 
we sold an example graded SP64 by PCGS for $79,637.98. While the entire 
215 coin mintage is unlikely to exist today, it's certainly no stretch to say 
the present gold sixpence is 100 times rarer than its threepence brethren. 
Another comparison piece is the “Single 9 Overstamp” 1898 pond. Like the 
present coin, that piece is unique, and actually a variety of the “99” Pond 
of which 120 were made. In 2010, this rarity is reported to have traded 
privately for over 20,000,000 Rand (this number is published as “multi- 
million Rand” in the Hern catalog, with other industry sources clarifying 
a more specific amount; 20,000,000 Rand was the equivalent of $2,700,000 
at the 2010 average exchange rate). Finally, the 1892 halfcrown in gold is 
perhaps the most similar study-piece. That coin, also unique and of com- 
parable appeal, brought £3600 in a 1963 Glendinnings auction when it last 
appeared on the market. At that time, an 1874 “coarse beard” pond, of 
which 174 were minted, brought approximately £100, an easily calculable 
ratio of 36 to 1. Today, with the average selling price for an unflawed Mint 
State “course beard” pond being around $80,000, that 36 to 1 ratio proj- 
ects the gold halfcrown at over $2,500,000. In fact, in all three comparison 
pieces, if we apply the valuation multiples suggested by the data at hand, 
in each instance, we arrive at a number in the multi-millions! All consid- 
ered, while the ceiling for this singular coin is justifiably stratospheric, at 
its modest starting bid, one thing is for certain; when the hammer falls, we 
will find where the true value lies.

A remarkably illustrative issue 
with a crowned cartouche containing the coat of arms of Transylvania and 
Rakoczi arms atop.

The 
strike, while not completely full, doesn't obscure intended detail and pro- 
vides a natural, semi-undulating appearance in the design-free areas. All 
in all, a rare example of this impressive type that yields a wonderful story.

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Franz Rakoczi was born in 1676 into a Hungarian aristocrat family and in 
time would become an accomplished military leader for Hungary, leading 
an uprising against the Habsburgs that began in 1703 and lasted until 1711. 
During this period, Rakoczi, with the French-Bavarian armies as allies, led 
the cause for Hungarian independence from Austria. In 1704, Rakoczi began 
his reign as Prince of Transylvania and in September of 1705, he was elected 
Ruling Prince of Hungary. Peace talks began in 1705, with the sovereignty of 
Transylvania being a primary stumbling block on an agreement. While he 
saw numerous military successes up until 1706, the financial burdens of war 
eventually began to catch up and his military presence began to dwindle. At 
the Battle of Trencsén in 1708, Rakoczi fell from his horse and was thought 
dead. As a result much of his army defected and took an oath of allegiance 
to the Emperor. With a diminished army, Rakoczis held territory became in- 
creasingly limited and in 1711, he fled to Poland. Because of his noble actions, 
Rakoczi is today considered a national hero in Hungary.

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An Excessively Rare Montevideo 
Proclamation Cast in Gold 


31313 Charles IV gold Montevideo 8 Escudos Proclamation Medal 
1789 AU, Montevideo mint, Medina-198 (unlisted in gold). Essentially 
as manufactured with slightly burnished surfaces (as made, to improve 
the post-cast appearance) and practically no highpoint friction evidence. 
Hand filed edge, as made. Weight of 27.93 grams and specific gravity of 
14.3 thus a ca. 71% gold copper alloy. The latter fineness is compatible 
with the copperish color on the area to the left of the tower on the reverse 
where a metal test was performed long ago. An account of the proclama- 
tion ceremony of Charles IV in Montevideo can be found in the rare book- 
let “Relacion de las fiestas celebradas por la ciudad de San Felipe y Santiago 
de Montevideo en la proclamacion del Serior Rey Don Carlos IV” (Madrid, 
1791). The ceremony took place on the 4 sup th /sup of November with 
all due formalities and the usual celebrations, including the manufacture 
and gift of medals for the occasion. These proclamation medals were 
cast, taking the 1789 proclamation medal of Seville (Herrera-95) bearing 
the bust of Charles IV as a model or mould for the obverse, and a rather 
crude rendition of the coat of arms of the city for the reverse. The earliest 
— and essentially contemporary - reference for these medals is the work 
of O’Crouley who lists the very scarce silver variant (page 421 in “Dia- 
logo sobre la utilidad de las medallas antiguas...", Madrid 1795) and was 
quoted subsequently by Perez Varela (1863), Herrera (1882) and Medina 
(1917). A line drawing of it is also plated as #10 in B. Betts’ work “Some 
Undescribed Spanish American Proclamation Pieces” (1898) The earliest 
references forthis gold variant found by the cataloger are the specimens 
in the Bartolome Mitre collection (see page 12, footnote 1 in his “Nuevas 
comprobaciones historicas aproposito de historia argentina” where he indi- 
cates that a “specimen in gold (of that medal) resides in my collection’, and 
in the Alejandro Rosa collection (see No. 10 in his “Estudios Numismaticos. 
Aclamaciones de Los Monarcas Catélicos en El Nuevo Mundo’, Buenos Ai- 
res 1895). The recent Silvera Antunez catalog plates a different specimen 
of this gold proclamation piece weighing 24.2 grams - significantly less 
than the present specimen, this variation a common occurrence on cast is- 
sues-, listed as “unique”. He also references the aforementioned gold speci- 
men of the Rosa collection (presumably the same as his plate medal) and 
two specimens in the Andres Lamas collection (lots 3-4 in the “Judicial 
de la biblioteca perteneciente a la sucesion del Dr Andrés Lamas” by Collet, 
Buenos Aires, 1905) noted as “silver gilt” but is apparently unaware of the 
Mitre piece. It is likely that the latter is the presently offered example 
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All Spanish Colonial proclamation medals struck in gold are rare. All Span- 
ish Colonial proclamation medals struck in Uruguay are at least very scarce. 
It is thus no surprise that the present Montevideo gold piece is extremely 
rare. The cataloger considers it safe to state that confirmed specimens of 
this rarity are three or less based on the bibliographic revision summarized 
previously. It is indisputably one of the rarest proclamation medals in the en- 
tire Spanish Colonial series. While very few other comparable pieces of the 
period may match its rarity, it is unlikely that many of those will match its 
charm and significance. The present specimen may well represent the first 
such offering for public consideration since the aforementioned ex-Rosa 
specimen was sold in 1919 in Buenos Aires and, as such, an opportunity 
that most specialists in this fascinating area will not want to miss.

A Choice Mint State example with very attractive cartwheel luster and light 
toning, well struck over a problem-free planchet and amazingly clean sur- 
faces. The 1844 Peso is easily Uruguay's most iconic issue and was struck 
during the siege of the city by General Oribe (Oribe was under Argentine 
dictator Rosas command) which lasted from 1842 until 1851 and was later 
referred to as the Modern Troy. The Montevideo mint had been reopened 
in 1844 under great difficulties and the silver used to strike the issue was 
obtained from the city’s inhabitants including the religious authorities. 
There appears to be a discrepancy between the extant surviving specimens 
(Almeida estimated 250 pieces in all grades) and the measly reported 
mintage figures since existing mint records indicate 1,226 pieces struck 
in January 20-21, 1844 and accounted for on the following March 10. A 
clue to solve this mystery lies in testimonies from the mint’s (re)opening 
ceremony where Andres Lamas (acting as Director Politico or mayor of 
Montevideo) gave the 2nd struck Peso to minister of Exchequer Jose de 
Bejar with the following words: “hereby lies the most evident proof of our 
inhabitants’ generosity... since this coin is struck from the families’ jewelry 
and the ornaments of their temples... Each one of these pesos shall only be 
bequeathed with profound veneration and distributed with religious zeal: 
they are worth one hundred times the value of common pesos which do not 
bear the motto: SITIO DE MONTEVIDEO. As a result of this zeal, most of 
these were kept as mementos and kept from the melting pot and did not 
circulate much (XF is a typical grade, as opposed to the copper issues also 
struck in 1844 which are usually found in low grade and obviously circu- 
lated extensively). Nevertheless, the Montevideo mint had obviously lim- 
ited technical means in 1844 and thus planchet flaws and/or strike issues 
are also the norm for the siege Peso. As a result, truly superior specimens 
such as the present coin are highly elusive and desirable. One of the very 
finest known of this historical and very scarce necessity issue, very rare in 
this pristine preservation. Only one coin has been graded higher by NGC

All Choice 
Proof with obvious die-polish characteristics, sharply struck as expected 
for the designation and showing lustrous surfaces with attractive cameo 
effect. Few noticeable handling marks are noted, all within the confines 
of the assigned grades, and a tad more numerous on the large 4 Centesi- 
mos coin. All in all, a most attractive set in remarkable preservation. In 
particular, the essentially intact rims constitute a rare occurrence for such 
heavy pieces. Two series of copper coins dated 1869 for the Uruguayan 
series exist (both in denominations of 1, 2 and 4 Centesimos and from dies 
engraved by French artist Ernest Tasset) with the mintmarks “A” (for Paris) 
and “H”. Collectors interested in this series are perhaps unaware that the 
current mainstream attribution of the 1869-H issue to Heaton, Birming- 
ham is erroneous. Said “H” mintmark stands instead for the Mint of La 
Rochelle in France, an easy verification of this attribution lying with the 
added marks of a stag’s head and a star surrounding the date. The correct 
attribution was made as early as 1966 in American numismatic circles (see 
Adams, Clifford: “Radiate Sunface Copper Coinage issued in Uruguay 1840 
to 1869” in World Coins magazine issue of January 1966) but has appar- 
ently been lost in oblivion. All Uruguayan copper coinage of 1869 was thus 
commissioned to and struck by two French mints, those of Paris (through 
concessionary Vicente Zorilla) and La Rochelle (through the firm Carve, 
Farini y Gotuzzo). 


Essais in gold exist for both series, obviously struck for presentation pur- 
poses, either as gifts for the Uruguayan dignitaries (who still had to in- 
spect the struck coins as deem them acceptable) or the concessionaires 
themselves after the contracts had been agreed.

Auctioneer reserves the right after the hammer fall 
to accept bids and reopen bidding for bids placed through the Internet or otherwise. 

15. Auctioneer reserves the right to refuse to honor any bid or to limit the amount of any bid, in its sole 
discretion. A bid is considered not made in “Good Faith” when made by an insolvent or irresponsible 
person, a person under the age of eighteen, or is not supported by satisfactory credit, collectibles 
references, or otherwise. Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.”
